LABOUR’S lacklustre perfor¬ 
mance since John Smith’s 
election as leader will come 
under fire at the weekend 
from the leader of one of the 
party’s largest unions.

E Pay deals decline 
to average 2.6%

PAY increases are “decisively'’ 
lower than at any time during 
the lQSOs, according to fig¬ 
ures on wage deals that show 
settlements averaging 2.6 per 
cent 

Although the latest surrey 
by the independent Industrial 
Relations Services pay moni¬ 
tor shows that most pay deals 
are still ahead of inflation, the 
continuing decline in the level 
of pay rises will be welcomed 
by government ministers and 
business leaders. 

In the three months to the 
end of April, a key wage 
negotiating period, pay 
awards covering 2.5 million 
employees fell to 2.6 per cent, 
compared with 4.5 per cent a 
year ago. That is the lowest 
since IRS began compiling 
pay deal figures nine years 
ago. More than four out of fire 
deals monitored were lower 
than 12 months before. 

Last year, it appeared the 
downward trend in settle¬ 
ments was levelling off after 
falling from 9.5 percent in the 
summer of 1990, the highest 
recorded by IRS. Basic pay 
increases are now just over 
half the 5 per cent floor for 
deals seen in the 1980s. 

The low figures to April 
reflect in part the govern¬ 
ment’s 1.5 per cent public 
seaor pay policy. IRS says. 

Basic pay rises in the private 
sector, the survey says, are 
down from 3 per cent in the 
three months to end-March to 


2.75 per cent in the three 
months to end-April. A quar¬ 
ter of all awards across the 
economy in that period were 
worth 1.5 per cent or less, 
inducting a number of pay 
breezes. But about 70 per cent 
were for rises above the head¬ 
line rale of inflation. 

In spite of the "modest” 
economic recovery underway, 
the study does not suggest any 
likelihood of a pick-up in pay 
settlements over the coming 
months, as relatively low infla¬ 
tion. continuing fears about 
job security and a weak recov¬ 
ery combine to contain pay 
rises. 

□ British Rail today offered 
115.000 staff a take-it-or- 
leave-it 1.5 per cent pay rise. 
Aslef, the train drivers’ union, 
said it would recommend 
acceptance reluctantly. The 
RMT union will consider the 
offer over the next few days. 

Paul Watkinson. BR per¬ 
sonnel director, told the 
unions the offer was the best 
that could be made. “Given 
the circumstances within 
which die industry is currently 
trading, a pay increase even of 
the order offered can only be 
met with great difficulty." 

The deal, backdated to April 
5, means an extra £3.10 a 
week for drivers, taking their 
pay to £210.65, and £2.15 for 
typical station staff, who re¬ 
ceive £146 a week.

70,000 BA passengers may 
be grounded by pilot strike

THE travel plans of up to 
70,000 British Airways pas¬ 
sengers may be thrown into 
chaos today because of prob¬ 
lems confronting BA in its 
attempt to cut the cost of its 
Gatwick operation. 

Morale within the airline, 
already shaken by the long- 
running dispute with Virgin 
Atlantic, is now at nock bot¬ 
tom. with widespread suspi¬ 
cion of management plans 
and assurances. Warnings 
that the entire Gatwick opera¬ 
tion could be closed down 
because of spiralling losses 


have so far fallen on deaf ears. 

BA had hoped to be able to 
cut the cost of its 6.000-strong 
Gatwick labour force by up to 
30 per cent, so eliminating a 
£50 million loss from opera¬ 
tions accrued at the airport last 
year. Central to this policy was 
the takeover of loss-making 
Dan Air. which paid its staff 
much lower salaries than BA. 
If scheduled operations from 
Gatwick were to become via¬ 


ble, said BA, they had at least 
to match the Dan Air labour 
costs and possibly better them. 

As a key plank of the attack 
on costs, BA created a subsid¬ 
iary operation at Gatwick and 
intended paying everyone low¬ 
er wages than those paid to the 
existing “mainstream" British 
Airways staff. Newcomers 
were offered salaries well be¬ 
low their predecessors’, with, 
for example, a first officer 
getting £20,000 a year instead 
of £24,600. Similar reduc¬ 
tions were to have been im¬ 
posed on cabin staff, ground 
staff clerical and cargo 
workers. 

Existing staff were then 
given the option of transfer¬ 
ring to short-haul operations 
at Heathrow on their existing 
salaries, moving to long-haul 
from Gatwick, or of accepting 
the lower rates of pay applica¬ 
ble to the Gatwick subsidiary. 

The ground and cabin staff 
unions were outraged and 
held a ballot on possible strike 


action throughout the airline, 
claiming that BA had a "hid¬ 
den agenda" for similar cuts 
throughout the network. BA 
flatly denied that it had such 
plans and said that no one 
need take a pay cut although 
some staff would have to 
transfer to other bases and 
new employees would be of¬ 
fered lower rates. Half those 
balloted responded and of 
those, 62 per cent backed a 
strike — not enough, accord¬ 
ing to BA, to warrant action. 

Now pilots have voted for a 
strike by a majority of five to 
one, in a ballot to which 92 per 
cent responded. It is indicative 
of the collapse of confidence in 
management that the unions, 
them selves seeking to regain 
strength and power, have 
been able to gather this level of 
support 

The pilots’ vote may ground 
BA’s worldwide fleet for the 
first time in 14 years.

Unpredictable Thatcherite 
who turned to Heseltine

Cuts force fewer days 
of Royal Tournament

SWINGEING manpower cuts in the 
armed forces have struck at the core 
of nnlhaiy tradition. The annual 
Royal Tournament in London has 
been reduced from its usual 18 days 
to 12 because the 2,100 personnel 
involved in the services* largest 
regular public entertainment cannot 
be spared from their regular jobs for 
longer. 

The cuts spell further trouble for a 
show already in finan cial difficulty 
because of a 40,000 drop in atten¬ 
dance last year. It was founded in 
1880 to raise money for nnlilaiy 
charities, but last year the show made 
a loss of £150,000. and toe £40.000 
donation to charity had to be drawn 
from reserves. 

The organisers axe hoping for 
better fortunes when the tournament 
opens on July 20 at Earfs Court They 
hope that a spectacular recreation of 
the Battle of Trafalgar and the death 
of Nelson, using ten model ships each 
80ft high, and the ever-popular field- 
gun race, will fill most of the 250,000 
seats. To bolster ailing finances, they 
have launched a national prize draw 
which they hope wfll contribute more 
than half of the £50.000 they plan to 
give to charity. A few years ago, the 
tournament was giving more than 
£100.000. 

Col Iain Ferguson, the tournament 
director, said yesterday that shorten¬ 


ing the run would make it more 
difficult to make a profit but he had 
little choice because of the severe 
staff cuts caused by the government's 
Options for Change programme. The 
production costs remained the same 
while takings would be substantially 
reduced. He hoped that the show, the 
defence ministry’s main public rela¬ 
tions exercise, would continue, pro¬ 
vided it vras still able to attract public 
support. 

Help is at band from a foreign 
power once regarded as an enemy. 
For the first time, the Russian navy, 
which is this year celebrating the 
300th anniversary of its founding by 
Peter the Great, is providing a 70- 
strong band and 30 dancers to 
perform energetic Cossack routines. 

Maj Michael Parker, the producer, 
who claims to think up acts while 
redming in his bath listening to The 
Archers, yesterday made no apologies 
for replaying the great battle with the 
French in this year’s show. “It is 
extremely important to celebrate 
naval tradition,’’ he said. 

His next production will be the 
opening of the Queen Mother memo¬ 
rial gates at Hyde Park on July 6. He 
plans a shower of 93,000 rose petals, 
1,000 for each year of her life, picked 
by volunteers the night before.

385 arrested in London blitz on burglaiv

TWO thousand police officers raided 
hundreds of homes across London 
yesterday, in the latest stage of Scotland 
Yard's battle against burglars hr the 
capital Officers from every London 
station carried out simultaneous raids on 
617 addres&es, including homes and 
second-hand shops, sebed stolen proper¬ 
ty and detained suspects. 

Last night 385 people had been 
arrested and handguns, a mmuniti on, 
heroin, stolen credit cards, passports and 
cheque books were among property 
seized in each of London's eight police 
divisions. The raids were the biggest 
operation against burglars in the capital 
and are part of Operation Bumhlebee, a 
campaign that aims to curb break-ins. 


which last year occurred in London once 
every three minutes. 

Paul Condon. Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police, rejected criticism 
that some of the intelligence on which the 
operation had beat based was inade¬ 
quate. He said: “Whenever you cany out 
aseries of raids Jfor anything, there will be 
a hit and miss dement to it It is a fret of 
Hie. It is not particularly disappointing. 
The aim of tkus operation is for burglars 
to fed some of the fear they have 
generated with law-abiding members of 
me public in the past” 

Police officers are confident that the 
campaign against burglaries, which is 
costing £500,000, wfil not result in the 
thieves switching their attention to 
homes and commercial premises in the 
home counties.

police station in northwest London, ten 
detectives and six uniformed officers 
were already preparing for their part in 
the operation. As the rest of London 
slowly stirred to life, Det Insp Andrew 
Renmson and his colleagues studied the 
photographs and criminal records of 
three men wanted for questioning about 
burglaries. 

He told them the scale of burglary in a 
division that includes the tourist area of 
Bayswater Road, the wealth of Maida 


Vale, parts of Queen’s Park and the large 
Mozart, Bourne and Warwick housing 
estates. Its population is estimated at' 
50,000 to 60,000, doubling during the 
tourist season. A burglary squad of 12 
officers has recently been formed and the 
division's task is to cut the number of 
recorded burglaries, which reached 
2,300 in 1992. The rate of increase this 
year is 17 per cent 

Police activity was centred on three 
suspects, including a young man on bail 
for an alleged burglary in Buckingham¬ 
shire. Although the suspect was due to 
report to Harrow Road police station on 
Tuesday and was 'due' there yesterday 
afternoon, the police defended the deci¬ 
sion to go to his home to arrest him in 
connection with an alleged burglary last 
December. They said that stofenproper- 
ty might be hidden in the flat An 


informant had told the police of his 
alleged involvement in a local burglary. 

Shortly before 630am. Det Sgt Tim 
Homer and Det Con Mark Chesworth 
checked the address in west Kilbum and 
were driven to the terraced house. Once 
in the entrance hall, the two uniformed 
officers banged on the flat's front door 
and shouted that they were police. Mr 
Chesworth clambered onto a narrow 
ledge to see if the windows were open as a 
series of thuds indicated that the officers 
were trying to barge open the door and 
then kick it down. 

Across the street, a curtain in a council 
flat was pulled bade as one officer called 
for a crowbar to try and smash through a 
door that would have delighted any 
crime prevention officer. “It's a good bid 
door," one officer shouted as five minutes 
of kicking and battering ended in failure. 


“He dont want to be burgled, does he." 
Mr Homer said. 

The other residents in the Oats were 
apparently oblivious to the exertion and 
noise coming from the halL A crowbar 
proved useless against the door lock 
Undeterred, the officers called for a 
sledge-hammer to complete the task The 
door broke open to the sound of 
splintering wood and cheers from the 
police. Even though the suspect was not 
at home, the officers checked all the 
rooms, searching for stolen property. The 
door will be repaired at the taxpayers' 
expense. 

In spite of their failure to detain the 
man, there was better news for senior 
officers with the detention of another 
suspect in south London, who they 
claimed was an active burglar and 
handler of stolen property.

MANY young children who

The research team was led 
by DavicLSouthall professor 
of paediatrics at the North 
Staffordshire Hospital Centre 
in Stoke-on Trent He said ., 
yesterday that fire study had 
beeoMarried out to highlight 
the attention that needed to be 
drawn to this area. “It is really 
very disturbing." 

More than 1,000 young 
children are believed to be in 
intensive care, some for up to 
nine months. More than 180 
procedures, which included 
taking blood samples and 
performing minor operations, 
were studied over a six-month 
period at a London hospital 
The 55 patients were aged, on 
averagc,Just over a year and 
were suffering from a variety 
of conditions. 

The researchers found that 
around a third of fire pn> 
oeedures were carried out 
without sedatives or painkill-

era; in more than 30 cases, the 
child grimaced or cried. 

Professor Southall said 
there was evidence that some 
children, in intensive care de¬ 
veloped signs pf psychological 
trauma similar to children 
who had been physically 
abused. 

' He said: "Some children 
have needles stuck in them 
every day and sometimes try¬ 
ing to get a needle in takes ten 
attempts. Every time they see a 
nurse or doctor coming, they 
recoil in horror at what they 
will have to go through.” 

Tire researchers believe that 
part of the problem is the 
inability of children to com¬ 
municate their need for pain¬ 
killers. In addition, health 
staff often fail to treat a diild in 
intensive care as a whole 
person, concentrating instead 
on their heart, ftmg or 
kidneys. 

Professor Southall died a 
case where a diHd was given 
curare, a drug that causes total 
paralysis. He said that painful 
procedures were carried out 
but that no painkillers or 
sedatives were given “because 
they are not moving, so it is 


assumed they do not fed ir”- 

Often chfldreq,. spending 
long periods in intensive care 
require ever-ingnasing doges 
of pamk£QefS*m make the® 
lives bearable and the team 
suggests that, although this 
carries the rids of inaeased 
side-effects, it may be the more 
merciful -course. 

Professor Southall said the 
hospital studied was likely to 
be one of the better ones. The 
situation at other centres could 
be even more disturbing. 

His team, whose findings 
are published in the British 
MedicalJoumal, recommend 
that young children should 
have a paediatrician assigned 
to them, who should ensure 
that each invasive procedure is 
absolutely necessary and that 
painkiller or sedative levels are 
adequate. 

He said that it was vital to 
plan file child’s care at the 
outset to ensure that invasive 
procedures were minimised 
For example, sensors are now 
available that will monitor 
carbon dioxide levels, thus 
ending the need for health 
staff to take blood samples 
every 12 hours.

THE sacked Timex workforce 
in Dundee voted unanimously 
yesterday to reject a back-to- 
wtflfc -package negotiated by 
their union and pledged to 
continue the increasingly bit¬ 
ter strike.

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Four years after Tiananmen massacre, demon of democracy still gives China’s bosses no jgst 


Hong Kong liberals 
arouse Deng’s wrath

THE QUESTION in Tian¬ 
anmen Square four years ago 
was who ruled China, as it is 
always in Hong Kong, where 
in June 1989 a million people 
marched in the streets after the 
killings. 

Thai is what lies behind 
Peking's sulphurous response 
this week to a seemingly 
innocuous political gesture by 
a handful of liberal legislators. 
Earlier in the week the consti¬ 
tutional development panel of 
Hong Kong's Legislative 
Council decided to discuss 
Chris Patten's proposals for 
somewhat expanded demoo 
racy in the colony. These form 
the core of the Anglo-Chinese 
negotiations in Peking which 
will enter their fifth round in . 
two weeks' time. 

This week Peking’s foreign 
ministry described the panel's 
move as “yet another attempt 
by the British and Hong Kong 
authorities to intervene in ana 
undermine the Sino-British 
talks**. Chinese “sincerity'’ was 
contrasted with “the British 
side’s conniving". They know 


that the council’s panel has no 
legal force. It cannot legislate, 
and if after several weeks it 
issues a report approving the 
governor’s' plan, which has 
legislatively been set aside 
until the negotiations are con¬ 
cluded — possibly not till late 
summer — it will be no more 
than a recommendation. 

Mr Patten himself said this 
week: “I think myself that 
study is always a constructive 
way of approaching problems 
... I don't think that studying 
the proposals... could in any 
way be an obstade to the 
smooth progress of the talks." 

This confirmed Peking's 
darkest suspicions. The man 
who had brought the gover¬ 
nor’s plan to die panel was 
Martin Lee. a QC and the 
leader of the United Demo¬ 
crats. the largest directly elect¬ 
ed party in the council. Mr 
Lee. who demonstrated in the 
streets here on June 4. 1989, 
ranks just after Mr Patten in 
China's demonology. 

Christine Loh. an indepen¬ 
dent member of the council. 


said: “It's typical Peking, isn't 
it? Using a ballistic missile to 
hit a fly." 

Mr Patten has been steadify 
vilified by the Chinese since he 
presented his plan in October. 
His proposals, in China's eyes, 
are a crass move to upset 
previous Anglo-Chinese un¬ 
derstandings. keep Hong 
Kong British, ana subvert 
China itseH And die council is 
simply Britain’s tool. 

But more deeply, there is 
the fear of Peking’s leaders, 
which in 1989 drove them to 
order their tanks into 
Tiananmen Square. Deng 
Xiaoping and the geron to crate 
who still rule China were 
among the earliest party mem¬ 
bers; they know that a small 
but determined band, if not 
utterly crushed, can come to 
power. Students demanding 
democracy must be destroyed. 
Similarly, genteel QCs in be¬ 
spoke suits, who wish to study 
proposals for slightly wider 
democracy in Hong Kong, are 
seen as part of the great enemy 
which never sleeps.

Buzz of capitalism 
replaces Peking’s 
sounds of violence

P eking is more likcty to 
reverberate to the sound 
of mobile telephones ringing 
and private entrepreneurs 
hagg ling than to the roar of 
gunfire today, the fourth anni¬ 
versary of the 1989 massacre, 
the June 4 crackdown on 
unarmed demonstrators In 
the capital ms such a mo¬ 
mentous event in China's 
history that it has taken 
nearly four years for the 
country to regain its 
momentum. 

For two years after the 
massacre China was all but 
paralysed, branded a pariah 
by the West, and too unsure of 
itself to experiment with new 
economic policies. It is still 
not known bow many people 
died during the protests — 
officially the figure is in the 
hundreds, unofficially some 
estimate thousands. 

The same people are in 
power and the Communist 
Party has not collapsed as it 
has in so many other parts of 
the world. The authorities still 
found it necessary this year to 
post heavy patrols of secret 
police around Tiananmen 
Square and the university 
district and to attempt to nip 
any expression of dissent in 
the bud. 

But whatever tire long-term 
importance of June 4. eco¬ 
nomic liberalisation is dictat¬ 
ing the pace of social change 
in China now. The about-turn 
occurred early last year when 
Deng Xraopmg. the senior 
leader, reemerged from semi- 
retirement to rail for capital¬ 
ist-style reforms. The revival 
was slow, but China’s econo¬ 
my is now rushing headlong 
towards capitalism. Last year 
the economy grew fay nearly 
13 percent 

While anything goes in the 
economic sphere, the leader¬ 
ship has not changed its views 
on human rights. In order to 
keep Its most favoured trad¬ 
ing status with the United 
States, several political pris¬ 
oners have been released.

The discovery of the 
corpses renewed doubts that 
the last week’s peaceful elec¬ 
tion would translate' info a 
smooth transition to demo¬ 
cratic rule; in a country that 
has known nothing tut 
conflict for decades.

‘safe areas’ troops

UNLESS the Washington" 
agreement were fully imple¬ 
mented. with the swift dis¬ 
patch of Western troops 
prepared to use force to defend 
besieged Muslims in “safe 
areas", the five-power accord 
would be nothing more than a 
capitulation to aggression, 
Hans van den Broek, the 
European foreign affairs com¬ 
missioner. said yesterday.

Such appease¬ 
ment would set a dangerous 
precedent for future conflicts, 
casting a long shadow over 
Europe for years and making 
it harder to solve future ethnic 
conflicts, he said.

“When mediation and sanc¬ 
tions fail, as they largely did in 
former Yugoslavia, we must 
be prepared to oppose the 
aggressor.

The public prosecutor denied 
a report in Borba, the general¬ 
ly well-informed daily news¬ 
paper. that they had both been 
sentenced to 60 days in prison.

HUNGARY'S ruling party is 
in deep crisis after Istvan 
Csurka, a senior MP. extreme 
nationalist and focus of allega¬ 
tions of anti-Semitism within 
the Hungarian Democratic 
Forum (MDF), has been ex¬ 
pelled from his parliamentary 
group 

The expulsion of Mr 
Csurka. a powerful and lead¬ 
ing member of the MDF. 
came after months of internal 
wrangling and international 
conoem that appears to hare 
prompted Jozsef Antal!, the 
prime minister, to deal with 
the man many regard as a 
dangerous demagogue. 

It could herald a split be¬ 
tween the party’s opposing 
liberal and nationalist wings, 
growing ever further apart. 
Any split would threaten the 
stability of the unpopular gov¬ 
ernment as it tries to get a 
crucial austerity package 
through parliament to help 
pay on Hungary’s increasing 
budget deficit Last summer 
Mr Csurka wrote that Presi¬ 
dent Gontz received regular 
instructions on how to govern 
the country from Tel Aviv and 
New-York. 


Kohl chooses to 
ignore the fires 
of racial hatred 


The German leader's failure to show 
support for the Turkish community has 
highlighted a crisis in his government 
Roger Bayes writes from Hamburg : 


(ANNOUNCEMENT) 


H elmut Kohl, the chancel¬ 
lor, was the only leading 
German pofitirian absent 
from, yesterday's funeral ser¬ 
vice for five murdered Turks. 
No plausible explanation was 
given. 

He has not appeared on 
television to call for a tolerant 
society, even after four days 
land nights of rioting and 
ethnic tension. Nor has he 
'travelled to Solingen, scene of 
!the arson attack. The German 
government spo k esman dis¬ 
missed such gestures as “coii- 
'dolence tourism” Yet' the 
chancellor is surety aware of 
the value of such symbols. 

The fact is that the Solingen 
attack — and the days of 
rioting and looting that have 
followed — has become more 
than a crisis in relations 
between TUrks and Germans. 
It has highlighted a critical 
deficiency in the governing 
logic of die Kohl adminis¬ 
tration; it has. in short, be¬ 
come a leadership crisis. 

Herr Kohl has, of course, 
sat condolence telegrams, 
but he has also warned Turk¬ 
ish extremists that they could 
be expelled. For many long¬ 
term foreign residents that 
rather proves the point — 
after 30 years in Germany, 
arrested Turks can stm be 
treated as aliens. 

“If the chancellor were to 
overreact,” says a former 
political adviser to Herr Kohl 
"he woukipkay into the hands 
of the extreme right They 
could say 'look, he’s jumping 
to their tune’.” Wefl. that may 
be an explanation, but why 
then did President Richard 
von Weizsacker read the key¬ 
note speech at the ceremony 
in the mosque yesterday?. 

There is a cynical explana¬ 
tion: politicians gearing up for 
general elections do not like to 
be associated with street vio¬ 
lence or social failure. Em¬ 
bracing a few Turks now 
would be a commitment to 
realise a vague promise to 
grant dual nationality to Turk¬ 
ish residents; that is regarded 
as an election loser. 

These are. however, prag¬ 
matic considerations. Herr 


Kohl's problem goes much 
deeper. Long before unifica- 
fion in 1989. Herr Kohl set 
out his aims for his chancd- 
forshipL He had been con¬ 
stantly under-estimated 
within his party. His Chris¬ 
tian Democratic rivals in the 
early 1980s saw him as a 
fumbling provincial pofiti- 
ciaji. He beat his challengers, 
however, and tried as chancel¬ 
lor in 1983-84 to develop a 
governing style: he would be 
die “great moderniser. 

That meant reconciling 
Germany with its wartime 
past and then moving swiftly 
towards a European future. 
He was the man who boasted 
that he was “one of die 
fortunate generation wbo was 
too young to fight in the war", 

nphe past could therefore be 
X more easily digested 
under his leadership than 
under Willy Brandt (who 
spent the war in exile) and 
Helmut Schmidt (who was an 
artiflery officer). He spoke for 
many Germans who believed 
collective guilt for Nazi crimes 
could not be borne forever. It 
earned him popularity among 
Germans, and deep suspicion 
horn Nazi victims. Now Herr 
Kohl ten years in office and 
drained of fresh ideas, has lost 
his way. His reassurance that 
his goal -was not a German- 
dominated Europe but rather 
a Europeanised Germany has 
started to wear dun. The 
recession has also dealt 
another blow. It requires 
time, investment, sacrifice 
and patience to sort out 

Yet Herr Kohl does not 
have sufficient patience.' and 
nor, it seems, do die western 
Germans. The chancellor’s 
idea of modernise Germany 
las been complicated by his 
personal vanity that die great 
leap could be completed in his 
tenure, if not by the 1994 
elections, then soon 
afterwards. 

Solingen and the.social 
upheavals in Germany show 
that fids is an unrealistic goaL 
Rather than face that faflure; 
Herr Kohl pre fe rred to ignore 
the fires on the street

Clinton condemned 
for decision to drop 
civil lights radical

PRESIDENT Clinton sank 
deep into another public rela¬ 
tions disaster yesterday as Lani 
Guinier, his nominee to head 
the justice department’s rivfl 
rights division, fought against 
White House pressure to with¬ 
draw voluntarily and spare the 
president’s blushes. 

Shortly after Mr Clinton 
told aides on Wednesday 
night that he had decided to 
jettison the controversial law 
professor, Ms Guinier made 
an unorthodox appearance on 
television and insisted on her 
right to Senate confirmation 
hearings to explain her views. 

Civil rights and womens' 
groups began turning Ms 
Guinier into a cause c&Cbre, 
warning the president that 
abandoning her would cost 
him their support The media 
started questioning Mr Clin¬ 
ton's conduct Now the issue is 
less Ms Guinier’s advocacy of 
radical measures to increase 
black political power than Mr 
Clinton’s propensity to buckle 


under pressure and leave his 
nominees stranded. 

Plummeting in the polls, 
Mr Clinton decided to drop

Texas set to deepen 
White House woes

TEXANS will vote in a by- 
election for the Senate tomor¬ 
row that appears certain to 
compound President Clin¬ 
ton’s misery. 

Barring a political mirade, 
the Republican candidate. 
Kay Bailey Hutchison, will 
defeat Bob Krueger, the Dem¬ 
ocrat who has been filling the 
seat as an interim senator for 
the Last four months. 

Such an outcome mil be 
seen as a judgment on Mr 
Clinton and a public rejection 
of his proposals for large tax 
increases. A Hutchison victory 
will also reduce the Demo¬ 
crats’ majority in the 100 -seat 
Senate to 12 — 56 to 44 — 
making it easier for Republi¬ 
cans to filibuster and for 
Democratic mutineers to over¬ 
turn all or part of the presi¬ 
dent’s budget and health 
reform plans. 

Being Texas, the race was 
turning nasty in the final 
hours. Mr Krueger, a former 
Shakespeare professor, al¬ 
leged that Mrs Hutchison, the 
state treasurer, had ordered 
slate employees to run person¬ 
al errands for her and struck 
one of them in a fit of rage. 

Mr Krueger had already 
surrendered his dignity in a 
series of self-mocking tele¬ 
vision commercials, in one of 
which he admitted he was an 
anaemic campaigner. In 
another, he donned sunglass¬ 
es and leather jacket to pose as 
Arnold Schwaramegger. Vot¬ 


ers appear to have been 
amused, but not swayed. 

Mr Krueger was chosen by 
Ann Richards, governor of 
Texas, to serve until the by- 
election in the seat vacated by 
Senator Lloyd Bentsen when 
he became Secretary of the 
Treasury. Mr Clinton, who 
lost Texas to George Bush, has 
not campaigned for Mr Krue¬ 
ger by mutual agreement 
among Democrats that he 
would do more harm than 
good. In another humiliation 
for die president Mr Krueger 
has trial to distance himself 
from Mr Clinton by denounc¬ 
ing his proposed energy tax, 
highly unpopular with Texan 
oO interests. 

Mrs Hutchison holds a law 
degree and is a wealthy former 
television newscaster who has 
been called a country-dub 
Republican and was dubbed 
“The Breck Gird" for her att- 
but-perfect blonde hairdo. 
Shrugging off the taunts, she 
has gained momentum steadi¬ 
ly with an anti-spending, anti¬ 
tax and anti-Clinton message. 

In a poll last week, the 
Dallas Morning News put her 
19 points ahead of Mr Krue¬ 
ger among likely voters, 54 to 
35 per cent with 11 per cent 
undecided. A win tor Mrs 
Hutchison will bring the num¬ 
ber of women senators to 
seven, the most ever, and will 
marie die first time that both 
senators from Texas are 
Republicans. 


for the. Carter administration 
and the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col¬ 
oured People (NAACP). she 
joined the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania, where she wrote the 
scholarly articles that have led 
Republicans to label her the

In her television appearance 
on Wednesday. Ms Guinier 
said her writings had been 
distorted beyond recognition.

The Washington Post said 
dropping her would be “the 
act of a panicky administra¬ 
tion” that would make Mr 
Clinton appear “not a born- 
again centrist but a president 
who doesn’t know his own 
mind and tuns from trouble”. 
The New York Times drew 
comparisons with his aban¬ 
donment of Zoe Baird when 
her nomination for attorney- 
general ran into trouble. 

The NAACP has issued an 
"emergency alert” to galvanise 
support for Ms Guinier. Wade 
Henderson, die association's 
director in Washington, gave 
warning of a “serious price to 
be paid if the president were to 
withdraw his support for the 
nomination now”. Mary 
Francis Berry, the rivfl rights 
commissioner, said abandon¬ 
ing Ms Guinier would “raise 
serious questions about Bill 
Clinton’s character. What 
kind of person falls to support 
his nominee? Can other 
people count on Bill Clinton to 
support them when times get 
tough?" 

The Guinier affair has bol¬ 
stered the administration's 
reputation for incompetence. 
Nobody spotted the political 
dangers of Ms Guiniefs writ¬ 
ings before her nomination: 
indeed. Mr Clinton had not 
even read them. No effort was 
made to define Ms Guinier 
before her opponents did and 
by that stage It was too late.

Guatemalans protest at another about-turn 

Army barks born-again claimant

GUATEMALA'S political cri¬ 
sis took another bizarre turn 
yesterday when Vice-President 
Gustavo Espina. who declared 
himself president on Wednes¬ 
day after his predecessor, 
Jorge Serrano, fled the coun¬ 
try, said he had postponed his 
swearing-in ceremony appar¬ 
ently because he ladced the 
necessaiy votes in Congress. 

Seztor Serrano abandoned 
die presidential palace on 
Wednesday and flew to exile 
in neighbouring El Salvador, 
barely a week after seizing 
near-dictatorial powers. 

Soon after Senor Serrano 
was forced out of office, the 
defence minister, Jos 6 Garcia 
Samayoa, had announced 
that Senor Espina, a 47-year- 


old schoolteacher turned busi¬ 
nessman, bad resigned also. 

Throwing the country into 
even greater confusion, Senor 
Espina announced that he 
fully backed die ousted Presi¬ 
dent Serrano, his friend and 
fellow born-again evangelical. 

“I am speaking to you as the 
new president of Guatemala,” 
Senor Espina told a news 
conference at his home in the 
capital on Wednesday, 
flanked by military officers 
and several members of Senor 
Serrano's cabinet His an¬ 
nouncement came as politi¬ 
cians and civic leaders were 
meeting to chose a consensus 
candidate to fill the vacant 
presidency. 

“The people of Guatemala 


chose me freely, popularly and 
democratically as vice-presi¬ 
dent,” said Sefior Espina. In a 
rapid about-turn, foe military 
gave its full support to Senor 
Espina, arousing foe outrage 
of labour unions and left-wing 
popular organisations which 
accused General Garda 
Samayoa of mounting a new 
coup. 

General Garda Samayoa 
said he was mistaken when he 
declared that the vice-presi¬ 
dent had resigned on Tues¬ 
day. He added that foe vice- 
president's action was within 
the bounds of the constitution. 
“It’s a done deal,” he said. But 
hours after Senor Espina de¬ 
clared himself president, foe 
attorney-general's office issued - 


a warrant for his arrest accus¬ 
ing him of violating the consti¬ 
tution and misuse of public 
funds. 

Hundreds of angry Guate¬ 
malans surrounded foe nat¬ 
ional Congress, where 
deputies met in emergency 
session to discuss the unex¬ 
pected turn of events. “We 
don’t want foe military, we 
don’t want Espinal” foe pro¬ 
testers shouted 8 s some tried to 
break into the Congress 
building. 

The 1992 Nobd peace prize 
winner, Rigoberta Menchii, a 
Quiche Indian activist, at¬ 
tacked the way in which Sefior 
Serrano had been ousted with¬ 
out consultation with the pop¬ 
ular organisations. 


Hunger strike stirs 
alarm in academe

A BITTER plagiarism dispute 
within the ranks of American 
academe has left one historian 
defending his reputation and 
his principal accuser on the 
24th day of a hunger strike. 

Last February two of foe 
nation's top investigators of 
academic fraud claimed that 
Professor Stephen Oates, a 
historian at the University of 
Massachusetts, had copied the 
work of other scholars in 
several of his books. Using a 
home-made “plagiarism ma¬ 
chine" —a computer program 
that can trace identical 
phrases in different texts — 
Walter Stewart and Ned 
Feder, government investiga¬ 
tors, compiled about 500 
charges of plagiarism against 
Professor Oates. 

For the past five years Mr 
Stewart, a chemist, and Mr 
Felder, a biophysicist, have - 
worked as a two-member in¬ 
vestigative unit at foe National 
Institutes of Health, responsi¬ 
ble for looking into allegations 
of scientific misconduct Pro¬ 


fessor Oates denied plagia¬ 
rism and insisted that foe two 
investigators larked the requi¬ 
site expertise to judge histori¬ 
cal works. Government offi¬ 
cials apparently agreed the 
two sleuths bad gone too far, 
and last month foe investiga¬ 
tive unit was dosed down. 

Mr Stewart promptly went 
on hunger strike “to draw 
people's attention to what one 
regards as a moral issue”. 

“The idea that plagiarism 
research is not relevant to the 
work of the National Institutes 
of Health is manifestly un¬ 
true,” he told The Washington 
Post. Mr Stewart has already 
lost more than 201 b arid says 
be is now “getting weak”. 

Mr Stewart says he will Cast 
until the investigative office is 
reopened and a full hearing is 
held. 

. “They say after about 30 
days of a hunger strike, the 
striker becomes irrational.” he 
joked to The New York Times. 
“But in my case how would 
anyone be able to cell?” 


MEXICAN police have dis¬

searched for the killers of Juan 
Jesus . Posadas. Ocampo, a 
Roman Catholic cardinal who 
was foot dead last week at 
Guadalajara's airport The in¬ 
tended target was apparently 
Joaquin “El Chapo” Guzman, 
foe drags baron, who foe 
authorities believe master¬ 
minded the tunnel 

When the authorities raided 
a traffickers’ . 'safe-house in 
Tjjuana they found docu¬ 
ments indicating the location 
of (he 5ft-bigh tunnel, drilled 
through sandstone. 

An estimated two-thirds of 
foe cocaine that enters the 
United States does so via 
Mexico. American intelli¬ 
gence documents obtained by 
The New York Times last 
month said cocaine smugglers I flAvor tinv 
working with Colombian drug j 
cartels were setting up fac¬ 
tories, warehouses and trans¬ 
port firms as “ fron ts”, in 
Mexico, to exploit the cross- 
border commerce that the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement would generate.

■ The travelling public is being 
fiendishly and promiscuously 
tormented 


I am one of British Rail's 
most privileged com¬ 
muters. Or so they tell 
me. My line, the Great 
Northern, which tuns be¬ 
tween the City and the outer 
suburbs of Hertfordshire, 
has been modernised to the 
eyeballs, tailed up with 
garish new liveiy, and 
streamlined to a point 
which makes it eligible for 
the first string of privatised 
franchises. It is also now 
almost useless as a means of 
getting to work on time. 
Over recent years, British 
Rail has shrunk the service 
to a ghost of its old self, thus 
leaving it a desperate fall¬ 
back for those with no seri¬ 
ous appointments to keep. 

In the latest schedules, 
virtually all of the extra 
rush-hour services have 
been withdrawn: between 
8 am and 10 am there are 
now just five tr ains, with 
roughly half-hour gaps be¬ 
tween them. And tills has 
had predictable results. 
Even these trains are scarce¬ 
ly fan, partly because work¬ 
ing life in the City has been 
temporarily disrupted by 
the Bishopsgate bombing, 
but mainly because more 
and more people are simply 
giving up on die train. 

What are we to 
conclude from 
this? That this 
government has 
a deep ideologi¬ 
cal commitment 
to the private car 
and is engaged 
in a systematic 
programme of 
running down 
the railways? Cer¬ 
tainly it has not cut back 
spending on roads as much 
as it has reduced subsidy on 
public transport, nor has it 
suggested (until very recent¬ 
ly) that roads should be 
made to “pay their way" as 
rail is expected to do. 

Nor has it actively 
penalised car-users by dos¬ 
ing down whole road net¬ 
works in the way it has 
dosed train tines, nor even 
by withdrawing access to 
town and rity centres for 
private care. So is this, a 
concerted political policy to 
force us all into being 
private drivers as opposed 
to public-sector passengers? 
This seems consistent with 
the daim of Dennis Tun- 
nidiffe, London Under¬ 
ground's managing direc¬ 
tor. that the Treasury has re¬ 
duced by a third the money 
it had promised for 
modernisation of the Tube. 

But let us listen for a 
moment to that other lobby 
which is almost as damor¬ 
ous as that of the rail users: 
car drivers do not feel that 
they are being smiled upon 
at all by this government. 
The Automobile Associ¬ 
ation has just released a 
report showing that the cost 
of driving has increased at a 
rate four times that of 
inflation. The AA is waving 
sheets of statistics which 
seem almost as damning as 
my local rail timetable: 
while inflation stood at 1.3 
per rent in April motoring 
costs have risen by an 
average of 4.9 per cent. This 
means that a car owner cov¬ 
ering 10.000 miles a year is 
paying between El 30 and 
E3 75 more.

Much of this increase is 
related directly to govern¬ 
ment increases in petrol and 
road tax. Most of the rest 
is due to rocketing insur¬ 
ance premiums. The latest 
bombshell is the transport 
ministry's suggestion of 
an additional motorway 
charge, which would not 
only penalise all those who 
must travel long distances 
in order to find work or 
do business, but would in¬ 
crease haulage costs and 
quite likely result in the 
bankruptcy of many small 
hauliers. 

So what is the hapless 
motorist to conclude? Thai 
the government has it in for 
him too? That he is being 
gleefully fleeced by the Trea¬ 
sury and its disdples in the 
insurance business to whom 
he is now a captive, having 
been forced to use his car 
more and more because of a 
disappearing and unreli¬ 
able rail service? 

Since the logic of town 
planning has fur a genera¬ 
tion been to increase depen¬ 
dence on the car — small 
local shops being systemati¬ 
cally killed off in favour of 
outlying shopping centres 
mnarkets set in 
car park — and 
rural areas have 
been left with no 
public transport 
whatever, some¬ 
one somewhere 
seems to have de¬ 
cided that car 
ownership was 
the way of the 
future. Is he (or 
they — whoever 
they may be$ on 
speaking terms with the 
transport ministry and the 
Treasury? If so. might they 
not compare notes? 

Until they do. the would- 
be travelling populace will 
be left to conclude that it 
is being fiendishly and 
promiscuously tormented 
by a government which, 
contrary to rumour, does 
have a coordinated trans¬ 
port policy. That policy is 
to stamp out transport 
altogether. Apparently see¬ 
ing no connection at all 
between economic recovery 
and tiie need for people to 
move about — from the 
country to the town, from 
the provinces to London, 
from suburbs to the town 
centre — the government is 
out to penalise all forms 
of transit. 

This is not. although it 
may seem to be. from 
deliberate malice, but 
because it realises that travel 
is necessary and that one of 
the most effective ways to 
raise revenue is to tax neces¬ 
sities. Once again, short- 
term ism has triumphed. 

Nothing alienates a popu¬ 
lation more titan the feel¬ 
ing that while going about 
its daily business, it is 
being persecuted by its 
elected government Ask 
yourself why the Italians 
put up with generations 
of appalling government 
Perhaps because their poli¬ 
ticians had sense enough 
not to interfere with a 
splendid public transport 
System which allows Ital¬ 
ians to feel that they ax least 
have the freedom to journey 
unharried around their own 
country.

The day he was expelled from the 
then Soviet Union was one I still 
remember vividly; it was in 1974, 
and Brezhnev, coward to the end, 
dared not have him killed, so 
was his international stature by i 
But nor could the giant be put back 
into prison or concentration-camp, if 
only because be would find a way of 
getting his words out; by then, the 
expansion of samizdat had gone so 
far that anything heard on the vast 
complex of grapevines with which 
the country was bestrewn would be 
oommon knowledge before sun¬ 
down. And above afl. Solzhenitsyn 
could not be allowed to five his own 
life in his own way, because most of 
that life and way would be a series of 
demands far freedom for hrs country, 
varied by denunciations of the re¬ 
gime and its actions. Nor was that an 
empty threat; the.man 1 who wrote The 
Gulag Archipelago and circulated it 
sub rasa, in his own country, making 
sure that it would also reach freedom, 
was not a man to be intimidated by a 
crew of thugs, none of whom dared to 
let any of the others out of sight so 
trustful of each other were they. 

Half sunk, a shattered visage lies, whose 
frown... 

So what did Brezhnev do? He sent 
a posse of his KGB to Solzhenitsyn’s 
home; they flung him into a van, 
drove him to Moscow airport and 
bundled him into the next plane that 
was going anywhere outride Brezh¬ 
nev’s empire.

Unvar¬ 
nished, it said that we, the West were 
responsible for the evil in the Soviet 
Union, because we had never had the 
courage or indeed the wish to face tiie 
enemy eye to eye. 

The ordinary people showed their 
betters an example; a substantial 
quantity of the text of the broadcast 
was published to The Listener,-and 
for the first and last time in its history 
that magazine had to be reprinted, so 
great was the demand for the giant's 
words. And those searing words of 
truth challenged the lies from which 
he had been forcibly ejected; we can 
be certain that he knew, from brave 
men and women who risked every¬ 
thing to keep him informed, that his ■ 
message had been delivered to the 
country that dared not hold him. 

Which yet survive, stamped on these . 

lifeless things. 

The hand that mocked than, and die 
heart that fed... 

Alexander Solzhenitsyn had three - 
burning and unswerving ambitions. 
They were, first, to see the Soviet 
Union crumble into grimy dust;

his breast which no one and nothing 
could put out until those three' 
ambitions were satisfied. 

And on the pedestal these wwris appear: 
"My name is Ozymandias. king of kings: 
Look on my worts, ye Mighty, and 

despair*" 

Where did he get that faith, that 
unlimited faith that his. vows would 
not be broken? It was easy for me to 
predict lire fen of die Soviet Union, 
for I wasn't living in ic imagine not 
just living in it.but living in it yearaf- 
ter year, decade after decade, genera¬ 
tion after generation, with no thing to 
conjure hope, no glimpse of meliora¬ 
tion, never a moment not fiHed witii 
ties. And thaiof ccnnsewas merely for 
those who suffered in silence, who 
did nothing and had nothing done to 
them. But _think of the millions 
slaughtered in Stalin’s frenzied geno¬ 
cide, think of a wodd where an offi¬ 
cial would find on his desk a memor¬ 
andum ordering him to round up tiie 
population of half a dozen villages ; 
with, say, a few thousand people in 
'each, and ship them immediately 
eastwards, never to return.' 


But of course it was much worse 
than that From outride they came, 
the dupes and liars, the fools and 
rogues, the simpletons and the 
wicked; often tiie two ranks were 
indistinguishable one from the other, 
nor did it much matter where the 
Soviet slaves were concerned, for I 
suppose it hurls no more or less if 
someone is telling lies or being lied 
to. But imagine liar and lied-to, hand

A s I waved goodbye to my 
government driver last week. 1 
breathed a sigh of relief. Not : 

at losing his cheery countenance from 

my life, but because he was a symbol 
of my servitude to the ministerial 
brief. In saying goodbye to me. the 
prime minister made it dear that as a 
man of strong convictions I was a 
danger to his government. Yet he 
would tike me less without the- 
convictions. 

Well I like John Major too, and - 
wish him wefl. So he wont mind if I 
give him some friendly advice. 

The countiy is dying out for strong _ 
leadership and a sense of purpose. , 
The party b adung for sound Conser- ’ 
vanve policies which enthuse our 
supported At the county council : 
elections, they stayed at home. Let's ■ 
give them something to believe in¬ 
fer the next general election. Forget 
the battles over Maastricht, the. 
exchange-rate mechanism, tiie poll, 
tax, the public sector deficit—look to 
the future. 

We should remember what hap¬ 
pened in the early 1970s. Then a tiny 
group of principled MPs, Keith 
Jospeh. Nicholas Ridley. Margaret 
Thatcher. John Biffen. Amy Neave- 
and a few others, began — at first 
with faltering steps and then with 
more confidence — a movement, 
which we now know as Thatcherism. 
During the 1970s, they created the 
intellectual dimale that was for them' 
an astounding success in the early 
and mid 1980s. They have all passed 
away or left the House now, with the 
exception of Mr Biffen. A new 
generation must cany tiie baton: 
forward. We must now speak out 
with all the vigour at our command 
for what >ve believe in. 

So I thank Mr Major for releasing 
me. I fed not a drop of bitterness. 
Indeed 1 like him more now. I had 
decided not to resign my post at the 
third reading of the Maastricht bill— 
although I wanted to — so that I 
could go on arguing my comer from 
within, and I did so. But now I am 
very happy to do tiie same from 
without tMmatley one’s conscience, 
should come first. 

So what should be on our agenda 
for the next century? Great Britain 
needs to carve Out for itself a unique 
place in the world as the free-trade 
entrepot of a multi-faceted Europe. 
We must be a low-taxation, deregu¬ 
lated haven for investment. We need 
to cut out talk of bang at the heart of 
Europe, which sends confusing mes¬ 
sages (for why then seek opt-outs over 
Maastricht?),* we need to abandon 
once and for all any talk of joining a 
single currency or ihe ERM. Others 
in Europe wifi create political struc¬ 
tures. That is not our way. 

Achieving all this will not be easy, 
but arguing that Maastricht would 
make it any easier is nonsense. Why 
else are President Mitterrand and 
Chancellor Kohl so committed to it? 
We have been alone-before and been 
proved right At home, we must reject 
talk of increasing direct taxation. Mr 
Mqor would become the George 
Bush of British-politics if he wore to 
do that Why dse did people vote 
Toiy if not to keep their taxes down? 

So bow should we tackle tiie defidt? 
When Peter Uky was moved from 
the trade and industry department to 
the social security deparoment, he 
became responsible for a budget 80 
times larger. This is a symptom of 
something wrong with our priorities. 

Why did we pledge -ourselves to 
increasing child benefit instead of 
allowing it to wither on tiie vine? 
How may of those dependent upon 
the state would drift away if workfare 
were int roduced ? Perhaps we need a 
complete restructuring of the taxation 
and benefit system to encourage op¬ 
portunity. rather than dependence. 
Perhaps we should rearrange soda! 
■security so that it is given only to the 
.few in need, with a hands-on ap- 
Tach. rather than the many, with 
-rate benefits. Should we »!<*•> 
phase in private insurance for young 
people to replace state pensions? 

T he principle of free education 
and health care at the point of 
delivery must be sacrosanct, 
but increasingly it should be provided 
by the private sector. This is not * 
dogma. As we get richer and demand 
more, it is a. necessity. There is a * 
world of exciting new opportunities r 
as we merge private and public c 
provision nf essential avial ray r ,» 

Do we need to restructure -our 
armed ibices, too, to make them into 
a* hi g hly ef fect ive rapid-action force? 
Should local airfhmjtire; be remod¬ 
elled as small contracting-b oar ds 
Organised on a unitary basis? 

Wc need to rescue the whole 
privatisation debate: over Briti sh -Rail 
it seems to have hit the buffers. Some 
people think that the Post Office is a 
. privatisation too far, but with 
200,000 stall we should be able to 
construct a popular flotation with a 
management buy-out; At tiie same 
time, we opuld give sub-postmastasa 
chance to buy their own. businesses 
and create .the biggest retail outlet in 
the countiy, providing every kind of 
financial service.

INK BLOT DIPLOMACY 

\ \ The new UN resolution on Bosnia is tough in appearance only 











By this weekend, France and Britain hope to 
be able to answer the critics of Western 
appeasement in Bosnia with a fresh United 
Nations Security Council resolution. This 
purports to empower UN peacekeeping 
' forces to secure a kind of peace, at least in the 
half dozen Bosnian “safe areas” whose 
inhabitants are today in as much or greater 
danger today as when they were formally 
put under UN protection a full month ago. 

For the first time, this resolution would 
explicitly authorise an enlarged UN Protec¬ 
tion Force (Unprofbr) to use force, including 
air power, to deter attacks on Sarajevo and 
five other towns under siege and to prevent 
the obstruction of humanitarian convoys. Its 
language returns to basic principles: the. 
withdrawal of forces and return of Bosnians 
to their homes; toe^sovereignty, territorial 
integrity and political independence of 

Bosma-Herzegovina. - It is framed under 
Chapter VII of toe UN Charter, the chapter 
h which provides for military enforcement Yet 
this display of resolve is largely empty show. 

Ministers will sell this to Western publics 
as collective security in action. Itis nothingof 
the kind. They will say that it sets in motion a 
concrete plan for restoring peace by stages. 
British diplomats have compared toe “safe 
areas” to ink blots: once small areas have 
been secured, toe argument runs, UN forces 
will add more spots, link them, and by 
steady pressure create ever larger zones of 
peace. But the gap between words and 
action — above all. toe gulf between the 
desired end and the West’s readiness to 
furnish toe means— is stiD enormous. 

The wording of toe UN resolution is 
superficially tough — tougher, indeed, than 
the Europeans originally intended. But that 
is mainly because the original French draft, 
based on the minimalist Washington agree¬ 
ment of May 22. was denounced by the 
council’s non-aligned members. Hie mam 
aim of ten days’ frantic diplomacy has been 
tto fend off their rival resolution permitting 
ail states To intervene at the Bosnian 
government's request if toe Bosnian Sabs 
failed to comply - with the Vanee-Owen plan 
by June 30. The priority was to avert a 
damaging rift in toe UN. Hie beleaguered 
Bosnian government should by now know 
better than to believe that passage of this 


resolution announces toe appearance of toe 
international cavalry on the horizon. 

Under what is expected to be the final 
draft; Unprofbr will be asked to “promote" 
toe withdrawal of military or paramilitary 
units, and to occupy “key points on toe 
ground”: but what if the Sobs object? There 
is no answer to toe elementary questions 
posed by Naio planners: who will provide 
troops, who is to be protected, and in what 
area; whether UN forces are to set up 
cordons round the areas and make sure 
nobody infiltrates them; whether corridors 
to and between toem will be opened up and 
defended; whether “safe” means safe to 
resume ordinary economic life, or merely to 
survive on humanitarian aid. On the UN’s 
role if toe Serbs continue to refuse Unprofbr 
access to these areas, the resolution is silent 

Above alt although Nato has properly 
insisted that it will contribute to peacemak¬ 
ing in Bosnia only iftoe UN requests its help 
and gives it dear instructions, there is no 
mention of Nato taking charge. Instead 
Unprofbr — meaning toe UN secretary- 
general — is merely asked to find reinforce¬ 
ments. The Europeans, who talk in the 
corridors of the transparently inadequate 
number of 5,000 more troops, have made 
no commitments.. Yesterday in Bosnia, 
General Morfllon was engaged in business 
.as usual- persuading tite Serbs to stop 
shelling and to suffer UN observers and aid 
to penetrate toe inferno round Gorazde, one 
of the “safe areas”. 

The picture is still of an American 
administration in offended retreat and of 
Western Europe embarrassed and divided. 
Much is at stoke support for Nato cannot be 
sustained on a concept of security confined 
to toe prosperous West Each of Eastern 
Europe’s local wars may seem to pose no 
direct threat to Western stability. Cu¬ 
mulatively, they must erode it Resolutions 
do not change the grim equations of war or 
camouflage irresolution. The Serbs have still 
no cause to believe in Western determ¬ 
ination to secure these proposed havens whh 
appropriate military means. Until that is toe 
case, toe hardliners in Belgrade will con¬ 
tinue to have tite upper hand.

Sir, The protracted silence of the 
archaeological bodies, national and 
local regarding the further butchery 
of Stonehenge’s supportive landscape 
is gravely perturbing. 

Stonehenge, unique in the Western 
world, was sorefy mutilated by inad¬ 
equate excavation during the 1920s: 
the careful, small-scale investigations 
of the 1950s have still never been 
published. Rapacious agriculture has 
done grievous damage to barrows and 
other features during the past de¬ 
cades. 

Today, there is not one undamaged 
barrow group in the vicinity. Now the 
death blow is to be delivered to 
Stonehenge by tire Department of 
Transport’s A303 Amesbiuy to Ber¬ 
wick Down trunk road proposals 
(report, March 19; letters. April 26, 
May 3.13). 

A glossy brochure circulated by the 
department indicates two basic op¬ 
tions, either of which would sever 
Stonehenge from a great part of its 
surround, and the department has 
commissioned a two-volume archaeo¬ 
logical assessment of toe area, show¬ 
ing that such a great swathe through 
the unknown complexities of this 
remarkable relict landscape would 
impinge upon unnumbered, largely 
unknown features.

Sir, Strict interpretation of toe regula¬ 
tions governing toe safe disposal of 
clinical waste does indeed indicate 
that veterinary surgeons could face 
prosecution if they released toe body 
of a pet for burial by the owner (letter.

It is our view that if a pet owner takes thdr 
pfit to the wt to have h pin down, the p« 
remains the ownert property and so they 
stiD have the right to buiy it themselves. 
Ownership of the perwould anty pass to the 
vet if die owner requests tfae^verm dispose at 
the animal. I hope that local authorities 
would interpret this law with common 
sense. It should be possible for bereaved pa 
owners to buiy dead pets tear pose no 
particular e nvironm ental or health hazard 
in iheir back gardens without involving the

Coronation Day 
in a POW camp 

From the Reverend S. J. Davies 

Sir. Perhaps the most unusual 
Coronation Day celebration was that 
held by Her Majesty’s loyal subjects in 
the bizarre setting of a Chinese 
prisoner-of-war camp in North Korea 
on the Manchurian border on June 2. 
1953. A request to observe toe event 
by Major “Sam" Weller, of the 
Glosters, had resulted in his removal 
into "solitary" for attempting to 
Organise “subversive activities". (Colo¬ 
nel Came, VC, DSO, had already 
been in solitary for 15 months, and 
still had three to go.) 

On Coronation Night, after roll call, 
toe British assembled in a squad room 
in camp 2, Pi-Chong-ni. Captain Paul 
Docker, Royal Ulster Rifles, the most 
senior officer present, greeted repre¬ 
sentative American and other UN 
POW officers as our guests, and called 
mi me as chaplain to say the state 
prayers for Her Majesty from my 
pocket Book of Common Prayer. 

We then gave a beany rendering of 
the National Anthem and toasted the 
Queen in "Vin pomme de terre", a 
heady potato, sugar and yeast hooch 
brewed in toe camp kitchen. The 
prisoners in the kitchen had produced 
a huge cake made somehow from rice, 
vegetables, flour and even scraps of 
meat and christened “G&teau West¬ 
minster." 

As this was being cut and distrib¬ 
uted Comrade Sun. an English- 
speaking political commissar, burst 
into toe room. He attempted to grab 
the deveriy framed newspaper por¬ 
trait of the Queen which an officer 
had received in the mail, via Peking, 
only a week before, and then de¬ 
puted. foiled, only to return a few 
minutes later with armed guards. 

The Queen's portrait was whisked 
to safety; the potato hooch was 
knocked back; the remaining chunks 
of cake were thrown to the American 
prisoners now hanging over the room 
partition cheering and shouting abuse 
at the guards. Sun took the wooden 
platter on which tire gateau had 
Tested. 

Periiaps against my better judg¬ 
ment I shouted: "Sun. you have 
tonight offered an insult to toe British 
people."

Next morning Peking radio, which 
was sometimes broadcast to us. an¬ 
nounced that Chou-En-lai had sent 
Winston Churchill a telegram of 
greeting on the Queen’s coronation.

SIR AUSTIN ROBINSON 


JOSEPH PULITZER 


. Sir (Edward) Austin (Gossage) 
Robinson. OBE, Keynsian 
economist, died on June 1 aged 
95. He was bom on November 
20,1897. 

THE last survivor of the original 
circle of Cambridge economists who - 
emerged under the influence of 
Keynes in the 1920s and 1930s, 
Austin Robinson was a remarkable 
administrator and applied econo¬ 
mist but was overshadowed through 
much of his long career by a far more 
brilliant theoretician, his We Joan 
Robinson. His death breaks the 
direct link with Keynes, whose Gen¬ 
eral Theory Austin Robinson re¬ 
viewed in The Economist when it 
appeared in 1936, and whose loyal 
disciple he remained all his life. 

. Robinson’s early career is 
described in a very readable memoir, 
written at the age of 94, of his 
apprenticeship as an economist in 
theyears between 1920and 193 8. In 
this he explained that when he went 
up to Cambridge in 1920 he had no 
thought of becoming an economist 
His intention to study aeronautical 
engineering was thwarted by his 
college’s insistence that since his 
scholarship was in Classics he must 
take the classics tripos.. 

What moved him to switch to 
economics after his first year was the 
enthusiasm of the economic historian 
C. R. Fay and listening to Keynes 
deliver the lectures that were later 
transformed into The Economic Con¬ 
sequences of the Peace. 

Robinson was quickly drawn Into 
Keynes’s inner curie, the exclusive 
discussion dub which at first exclud¬ 
ed die Girton. undergraduate Joan 
Maurice, whom Robinson was to 
marry in 1926. Austin Robinson was 
included in the last of Keynes's 
bachelor reading parties in the Lake 
District just before Keynes married 



Iydia Lopokova in 1925. After the 
publication of Keynes’s Treatise on 
Monty in 1930, both Austin and 
Joan ' Robinson joined Richard 
Kahn, Piero Sraffa and James 
Meade as members of the ’’Cam¬ 
bridge Circus'*, a group of younger 
economists who, criticising day and 
night the Treatise and later the early 
drafts of the General Theory, became 
the first generation of fire emerging 
Keynesian school 
It was Austin Robinson who. as his 
wife wrote, helped Keynes to make 
his breathtaking dqiarture from 
classical economics. “He immediate¬ 
ly spotted a central fallacy in the 
‘widow’s cruse’ at a time of unem¬ 
ployment If businessmen increase 
consumption when profits rise, there 
trill be ah increase in the output of

During tire 1920s and 1930s 
Robinson mixed academic life in 
Cambridge with very different activi¬ 
ties elsewhere two years in India as 
tutor to a maharajah in 1926-28; six 
months motoring in southern Afri¬ 
can from Johannesburg to Lake 
Tanganika and back in 1932 to 
study the economic and social aspects 
of mb in the Copperbdfc collabor¬ 
ation with Lord Hailey in tire writing 
of An African Survey, as well as acting 
in Cambridge as assistant to Keynes 
in editing the Economic Journal 
from 1934. 

All of these activities led to pro¬ 
longed reflection on the problems of 
economic development ai a time 
when little had been written on the 
subject He also published two suc- 
, cessful textbooks on industrial eco¬ 
nomics — the only full-length books 
to appear under his name: Monopoly 
ana an earlier one which was written 
to prepare the ground for it Mean¬ 
while nis wife was writing her great 
work. The Theory of Imperfect Com¬ 
petition and other bools. 

During the second world war he 
entered on a new career as an 
economics adviser. He was a 
founder-member of the Economic 
Section (of the War Cabinet Offices, 
later of the Treasury) and in that 
capacity he enlisted the services of 
James Meade and Richard Stone to 
prepare the first official set of nat¬ 
ional accounts. 

In 1942 he moved to the Ministry 
of Production as Economic Adviser 
and Head of the Programmes Divi¬ 
sion. Towards the end of the war be 


became involved in the quadrapartite 
negotiations on the future level of 
industry in Germany and spent some 
time in Moscow and subsequently in 
Berlin preparing the British plan for 
Germany. 

On his return to Britain in October 
1945 he joined the Board of Trade as 
Economic Adviser under Sir Stafford 
Cripps and after a brief spell in 
Cambridge in 194647 was soon 
lack again in Whitehall, this time as 
a member of the Economic Planning 
Staff. In this capacity he took part in 
the discussions on the Marshall Plan 
in Paris in 1948, before finally 
resuming academic life as a professor 
in Cambridge. 

From then on a rather different 
career began. In addition to his 
teaching duties and his joint editor¬ 
ship of the Economic Journal from 
1944 to 1970, he engaged in various 
forms of academic amninistration: 
helping to build up the department of 
applied economics; planning the 
development of the Sidgwidc Avenue 
site where the building containing 
the Marshall library is named in his 
honour and chairing the faculty of 
economics. He.was succeeded in his 
Chair in 1965 by his wife, who died 
in 1983. 

He was peculiarly wining to im¬ 
merse himself in administrative du¬ 
ties, “the willing slave" as he put it, of 
the organisations he served. He took 
an active part in nearly all the major 
organisations of interest to econo¬ 
mists: the Royal Economic Society, 
the International Economic Associ¬ 
ation. the National Institute of Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Research, the 
Overseas Development Institute and 
others. 

He was forever travelling: to con¬ 
ferences of the International Eco¬ 
nomic Association, to meetings of in 
South East Asia; and above afi to the 
Indian sub-continent As late as 


1982 he drafted a lengthy report on 
energy and economic development 
for Taiwan. 

Austin Robinson’s interest was 
never in theory for its own sake but as 
a guide to action. What he was after 
was always specific recommenda¬ 
tions for policy rather than general 
principles of universal application. 
He had a coherent economic philoso¬ 
phy but not one that he attempted to 
systematise. 

The problems of the Third World, 
in which his interest latterly centred, 
differed from country to county and 
were often dominated by factors 
which did not figure prominently in 
economic theory. 

Robinson was a modest and un¬ 
derstanding man who tried to be 
helpful and is remembered by his 
former pupils with affection and 
respect He was not someone who 
tried to impress or throw his weight 
around. On the contrary, he was a 
natural pacifier, seeking consensus 
but always retaining a well thought- 
exit view of his own. 

He disliked having to make him¬ 
self disagreeable and took no plea¬ 
sure in the exercise of power. He was 
orderly both in presenting an argu¬ 
ment and in handling his affairs. In 
the many things-in which he had a 
hand, he tried to use his influence 
constructively-and had a capacity for 
bringing forward a flow of new and 
practical ideas. 

As one who claimed less for his 
own achievements than was their due 
and sought to give more to life than 
he took from it it was only fining tirat 
he should enjpy an unusual span of 
life and enjoy it, stiH in possession of 
all his faculties, full of ideas for the 
advancement of his subject and 
actively involved in institutions in 
which he had taken so large a part 

His vote died in 1983. He is 
survived by their two daughters. 


DR MICHAEL WINTERBORN 


Dr Michael Wmterbom, 
a pioneer in the treatment 
of children with fife- 
threatenmg kidney 
disease, died in 

Birmin gham of 

lymphoma on May 20 
aged 53. He was bom in 
Norway on June 3,1939. 

MICHAEL Winterbom, was 
appointed consultant 
paedi atric nephrologist to East 
Birmingham Hospital and 
the Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital in 1975 with a remit 
to establish a unit for the 
treatment of children with 
chronic renal failure. He was 
educated at Stoneyhuret Coll¬ 
ege, Lancashire and St Mary’s 
Hospital Medical School 
London, and had trained in 
children’s renal medicine with 
Dr (later Professot) R. H. R. 
White in Birmingham and, 
from 1973 to 1975. at the 
Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine in New York. 

He threw himself into his 
new post with an enthusiasm 
and gusto which were, charac¬ 


teristic and which were evi¬ 
dent to the very end of his life. 
Not only was he meticulous in 
establishing a multi-disciplin¬ 
ary team with the. highest 
professional standards in the 
new unit, which served the 
whole of the West Midlands 
region, he also became an 
ambassador for children with 
chronic ratal failure, giving 
many hours of his own tune to 
talk to non-professional 
groups about the problems of 
such children and their fam¬ 
ilies. and raising money to 
provide facilities for their care. 
This was at a time when many 
doctors doubted the wisdom of 
kidney dialysis and transplan¬ 
tation in children and he was 
aim required to be an advocate 
to his own profession. 

His devotion to the children 
led him regularly to forgo 
parts of his annual leave so 
that he could accompany them 
and their parents on holidays 
in Britain and abroad whilst 
continuing their dialysis treat¬ 
ment The unit was initially 
based at East Birmingham 


Hospital but later moved to 
the Birmingham Children's 
Hospital 

Many children in the West 
Midlands owe their lives to 
dialysis and kidney transplan¬ 
tation initiated by him. A 
party held in April to mark his 
early retirement was attended 
by more than 70 former 
patients and their parents. In 
the last days of his life he 
derived pleasure from the 
knowledge that the unit whidi 
he created was to be named 
“The Michael Wmterbom Di¬ 
alysis Unit" 

He was among the first of a 
flew generation of children’s 
kidney specialists in Britain 
and he gained an internation¬ 
al reputation. He was for 
many years secretary and con¬ 
vener of the British Paediatric 
Nephrology Association and 
he served as secretary general 
of the European Society for 
Paediatric Nephrology and as 
assistant secretary of the Inter¬ 
national Paediatric Nephrol¬ 
ogy Association. He was 
awarded the Golden Kidney 


award of the European Society 
in recognition of his contribu¬ 
tion to European paediatric 
nephrology. 

Michael Winterton had an 
enormous energy and zest for 
life, whether it was rock dimb- 
ing in the Peak District, 
performing medical research 
in the high Himalayas, in¬ 
dulging his love of the opera 
house and the concert haft, or 
simply cooking a curry for 
friends at home. 

The last two years of his life 
were spent in the increasing 
shadow of his disease. Al¬ 
though it finally took away his 
life, it never diminished his 
enthusiasm, his ability to find 
humour in almost any situa¬ 
tion, or his attitude of Cheerful 
optimism. All who knew him 
at this time were deeply im¬ 
pressed by his indomitable 
courage. 

His marriage to Penny Ste¬ 
phenson was dissolved in 
1986. He is survived by his 
second wife. Mazy (nee 
Waldron), and the two sons of 
his first marriage. 
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Kimon Friar, translator of 
modem Greek fiteralure 
into English, died in 
Athens on May 25 aged 
81. He was bora in 
Propontis. Turkey, in 
1911. 

KIMON FRIAR made mod¬ 
em Greek literature accessible 
to an entirely new audience. 
He was the translator of Nflcos 
KazantzakLs’s The Odyssey: A 
Modem Sequel , which helped 
to establish the author on the 
international circuit, and to 
ensure that another of Kazan- 
tzakis’s works, Zorba the 
Greek, was later snapped up 
by Hollywood and turned into 
a film starring Anthony 
Quinn. 

Kazantzakis, however, con¬ 
sidered Friar’s translation of 
his 33.000-line philosophical 
poem more of an impressive 
creation in its own right than 
an English-language adapta¬ 
tion. and critics such as Law¬ 
rence DurreH agreed with 
him. Friar made his Odysseus 
a more flawed and pitiable 
figure than either Homer or 
Kazan tzalds’s telling bad 
allowed. 

Friar was bom ora. Propon¬ 
tis, in the Turkish Sea of 


Marmara, to Greek parents, 
but later immigrated with 
them to the United States, 
where he attended the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin. 

He settled in Athens in 
1950, and began to work as a 
translator, and editor of the 
literary journals Greek Heri¬ 
tage and the Charioteer. He 
was an outspoken critic of the 
military junta that ruled 
Greece from 1967-74. bur 
despite vague threats from the 
authorities he was never im¬ 
prisoned. probably because of 
his high profile abroad. 

His translation of the poet 
Odysseus Elytis’s work is wide¬ 
ly considered to have influ¬ 
enced the Nobel committee 
when it gave him the prize for 
literature in 1979. He also 
wrote and collaborated on a 
number of poetry anthologies, 
including Modem Greek Po¬ 
etry from Cavafis to Elytis 
(1973).

Joseph Pulitzer Jr„ 
American newspaper 
magnate and art collector, 
died in St Lotos. 
Missouri, on May 26. 
aged 80. He was bora in 
St Lmns on May 13.1913. 

WHEN Joseph Pulitzer suc¬ 
ceeded his father as editor and 
publisher of the St Louis Post- 
Dispatch in 1955, he left little 
doubt that he intended to 
maintain the crusading tradi¬ 
tion established by his grand¬ 
father when he founded the 
paper in 1878. “We will not 
only report the day's news," he 
wrote in his first editorial “but 
■ Altunin are dark places, and, 
with a deep sense of responsi¬ 
bility. interpret these troubled 
times.” 

It was a journalistic philoso- 
j phy of which the Post-Dis¬ 
patch readers had been 
r emin ded every day since the 
, first Joseph Pulitzer placed it 
at the head of the editorial 
column in 1907. 

Under Pulitzer's leadership, 
which lasted for 31 years until 
be retired to assume a new role 
, as chairman of the Pulitzer 
Publishing Company, the 
Post-Dispatch followed the 
dictum faithfully. It became 
one of the first American 
newspapers to oppose the war 
in Vietnam, and also one of 
the first to publish excerpts 
from the Pentagon Papers, the 
secret CIA history of the war. 

The Pulitzer Prizes, the 
highest awards in American 
journalism, had been estab¬ 
lished by his grandfather. 
Joseph Pulitzer Jr. served as 
chairman of the selection 
board from 1955 to 1986. 
and saw the staff of his own 
paper win five Pulitzers over 
that period, including prizes 
for commentary and editorial 
cartooning. In 1987 he re¬ 
ceived a special citation from 
the Pulitzer Prize Board, for 
his ‘‘extraordinary services to 
American journalism and 
letters.” 

When Joseph Jr inherited 
the Post-Dispatch, the compa¬ 
ny’s other holdings consisted 
only of a radio and television 
station in St Louis. Under his 
guidance it bought newspar 
pers in Arizona and Chicago, 
six more television stations 
and one additional radio sta¬ 
tion. 

By 1986. however, Pulitzer 
faced a financial challenge. 
The company had accrued a 
considerable debt, and a 
group of dissident relatives 
who owned stock in the pri¬ 
vately-held concern found a 
Michigan real estate develop¬ 



er who was willing to buy the 
empire far $625 million. Pulit¬ 
zer resisted, and defeated the 
takeover bid by going public 
with the stock, in order to offset 
tire company's debt 

Although his career was 
inevitably in journalism. Pulit¬ 
zer’s abiding passion was 
modem art He had taken a 
fine arts degree at Harvard, 
prior to joining the news staff 
of the Post-Dispatch in 1936, 
and had begun his collection 
that same year when he 
bought Modigliani’s “Elvira 
Resting at a Table ” Three 
years later, at an auction in 
Lucerne, he purchased “Bath¬ 
ers with a Turtle" by Matisse 
for $2,400.1 1 is now worth an 
estimated $24 million. 

Such capital appreciation 
finally convinced Pulitzer’s 
father that there might be 
something in his son’s obses¬ 
sion. He had earlier ridiculed 
the purchases, convinced, said 
Pulitzer later, “that l had been 
fleeced by shrewed and un¬ 
scrupulous New York 
dealers." 

The Pulitzer collection, fre¬ 
quently loaned anonymously 
to museums, ultimately con¬ 
sisted of 86 pieces, including 
works by Degas, Monet, Vuil¬ 
lard. Picasso. Braque and 
Mira He once owned Picas¬ 
so’s seminal work "Demoi¬ 
selles d’Avignon,” which he 
bought before the second 
world war but donated it to the 
New York’s Museum of Mod¬ 
em Art 

Pulitzer's interest in art and 
colour had a practical applica¬ 
tion at the Post-Dispatch. 
which at his insistence became 
the first newspaper in the 
United States to switch from 
the old letter-press printing 
process to offset cold-type pro¬ 
duction, allowing high quality 
colour reproduction. 

Widowed in 1968, Joseph 
Pulitzer Jr is survived by one 
son. 


RHYDWYN EVANS 


Rhydwyn Harding Evans, 
CBE, emeritus professor 
of avfl engineering of the 
University of Leeds, died 
on May 22 aged 92. He 
was born on October 9, 
1900. 

A PIONEER researcher in the 
field of reinforced and pre¬ 
stressed concrete, Rhydwyn 
Evans’s contributions to the 
advancement of the subject 
were recognised by numerous 
awards; these included the 
Institution of Civil Engineers’ 
George Stephenson Gold 
Medal the Institution of 
Structural Engineers’ Certifi¬ 
cate of Commendation and 
the Ghent University Medal 
as well as several honorary 
doctorates. 

Evans's career began in 
1923 when he graduated BSc 
with top first class honours at 
Manchester University. In 
1926 he became a demon¬ 
strator at the University of 
Leeds rising to become the 
first Chair of Civil Engineer¬ 
ing at Leeds. For the next 22 
years, he was the administra¬ 
tive head of all the engineer¬ 
ing departments at the 
university and was pro-vice 
chancellor from 1961-65. His 
contribution to the university 
was such that the tenure of his 
chair and headship of the 
engineering departments 
were extended for three years 
beyond tbe normal retirement 
age of 65. 


After his retirement in 
1968, Rhydwyn Evans contin¬ 
ued his research and scholarly 
work with unabated energy. 
In 1975 his third book. Rein¬ 
forced and Prestressed Con¬ 
crete , was published; in tire 
same year he was appointed 
joint chief editor of McGraw 
Hill's University and Interna¬ 
tional Series in Civil Engi¬ 
neering. 

In 1983 his fourth book, the 
Handbook of Structural Con¬ 
crete. was published jointly by 
McGraw Hill in New York 
and Pitman in London. His 
work came to Longman’s at¬ 
tention and in 1987, shortly 
after Longman’s take-over of 
Pitman, he was appointed 
joint chief editor of the new 
Longman Concrete Design 
and Construction Series- 

Rhydwyn Evans was a first- 
class teacher. It has been said 
that there were three ways for 
an engineering professor to be 
unpopular among his aca¬ 
demic colleagues. One was to 
be well thought of by the 
practising engineers outside 
the universities. Another was 
to write or edit books which 
were marketable- And the 
third was to be able to write 
simple English which others 
could understand. Evans was 
guilty on all three counts and 
yet his personal qualities were 
such that he remained im¬ 
mensely popular to die end. 

His wife Dflys died in 1973. 
He is survived by his soil

Share shops furious over handling of BT3 issue

BANKS and stockbrokers who have 
millions of pounds setting up 
:shops to handle foe BT3 share 
issue axe accusing the government of 
failing to support them. They say 
advertising is loo biased in favour of 
the government*s share mfbrmation 
office and that propednses produced 
. purely for share shop distribution 
contain a public application form as 
wefl as the special share shop form. 


Applicants may fill in the wrong fbnn 
by mistake, thus foregoing the extra 
advantages of applying through die 
share shop, as well as the perks 
available to information office regis¬ 
trants, they say. 

Clive Wood, general manager of 
Midland Stockbrokers, said: “Hav¬ 
ing authorised 150 share shops, with 
10,000 outlets, the government 
ought to make certain that people do 
not accidentally lose the benefits of 
taking the share shop route.” Justin 


Urquhart Stewart, director of plan¬ 
ning at Barclays Stockbrokers, said: 
**We are keen to support the govern¬ 
ment m this—it’s our future, after all 
— but we fed they have misjudged 
some of the issues.’’A spokesman for 
another share shop, who said he did 
not want to attract government 
displeasure by speaking on the 
record, said: “The whole thing has 
become so confusing for Joe Public 
that all we can hope is that the press 
can start drawing sensible compari¬ 


sons and warn against pitfalls like the 
prospectus cock-up.” 

Warburgs said the extra form was 
intended for additional applications 
from people who had forgotten to 
register. It added that, although 
advertising had been slewed in 
favour of the share information 
office, an advertisement later in the 
campaign would concentrate on 
share shops. Warburgs denied claims 
that the government was duty-bound 
to point out the advantages of share 


shop applications. One stockbroker 
said: “If I don't give clients best 
advice; I’d be up before the Securities 
and Futures Authority in no time.” 
The SFA regulates stockbrokers' 
activities. Warburg said: “The gov¬ 
ernment is not a stockbroker. 

If the offer is oversubscribed, share 
shop applicants will get more shares 
than those applying through the 
government's information office.

Invesco must 
pay £2.4m for

• ■ Instead, the regulator im¬ 
posed a record fine of 
£750,000. fire maximum pos¬ 
sible, and ordered the group to 
pay costs of £1.6 miflibn 
incurred by Imro as a result of 
its two-year investigation. The 
previous record fine by Imro 
was £100.000. 

The Securities and Invest¬ 
ments Board, which has been 
working dosefy with Imro, 
said it would investigate the 
role of past management The 
SIB sard last month tint it 
would be prepared to use 
previously untested powers to 
bar individuals from the in¬ 
dustry or publicly to criticise 
authorised persons. 

Invesco MIM — until re¬ 
cently chaired by Lord Stevens 
of Ludgate, chairman of Uni¬ 
ted Newspapers, with Nicho¬ 
las Johnson as joint chief 
executive—admitted a total of 
55 charges. These included 
Invesco companies’conduct in 
relation to the management of 
assets belonging to the Minor 
Group Pension Scheme, 
mispricing of unit trusts, de¬ 
fective record keeping, failure 
to keep clients' money in 
separate accounts and making 
unsuitable investmcaits on be¬ 
half of clients, which led to 
"significant losses”. 

The charges are divided into 
five sets, each meaning a fine 
of £150,000, the maximum 
that can be imposed in sum¬ 
mary disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings. 

As well as the fines and 
costs, Invesco has bad to pay 
compensation totalling. 
£500,000 to unit trust inves¬ 
tors who lost money over a 
twoyear period. The losses 
occurred when Lnvesco’s unit

trust am “valued a fond 
incorrectly by reason of its 
failure to ensure that entries 
had been made in its records 
to reflect a subdivision of 
shares held by a trust of whidi 
it was manager”. 

John Morgan, Imro's chief 
executive, said foe size of the 
fine partly reflected Lnvesco’s 
apparent failure to learn from 
an earlier fine of £75,000 
imposed on the company in 
1991 for ten breaches of rales 
in its personal equity plan 
(Pep) adminstration. Mr Mor¬ 
gan said: This warning shot 
appears to have taught them 
nothing.” Mr Morgan said 
the latest rule breaches reflect¬ 
ed a “lack of systems and 
ultimately defective controls” 
m the group and pointed to an 
unacceptably “sloppy” atti¬ 
tude. He added foal if the 
group’s management had not 
changed and recent remedial 
action had not been taken 
Invesco would have been 
dosed. “A weD conducted and 
restored (Imro) member is 
better than a dead bad one.” 


he added. Norman Riddell, 
who was appointed Invesco 
MIM’s chief executive earlier 
this year, said: “We have been 
concentrating most of all on 
changing foe culture of the 
business.” He added that 
Invesco had been one of foe 
worst performing stocks dur¬ 
ing tire 1980s, despite foe bull 
market The share pike 
reached its all-time high many 
years ago; the all-time low of 
50p was a few months ago. 

One set of charges rel ate to 
foe handling by Invesco MIM 
Management (IMM) of 
shares belonging to the Mir¬ 
ror Group Pension Fund, 
whidi is foe subject of legal 
action by foe fond's trustees. 
One of foe force charges is 
that in October 1990. IMM 
parted with share certificates 
worth about £26.7 million to a 
third party without instruc¬ 
tions. 

Mr Riddell said Invesco 
“was able to plead guilty to the 
charges without jeopardising 
the av3 litigation” over £1U 
million.

The folly of blindly following Soros 


I f you didn't sell in May and go 
awsy.you may think that there is 
still plenty of time: but don't be 
too sure. The markets are already 
showing signs of summer light¬ 
headed ness, and in bad times foisis a 
danger sign. The market is still driven 
by money — the money that neither 
shoppers or businesses are witting to 
spend — but is running out of 
3aisiblestoriestoguideiischoices.lt 
turns to silly ones. 

The trendy substitute for thought is 

to follow George Soros, whatever he 
do& This is comforting for Mr Soros, 
but not so comforting for those who 
try to scramble aboard his band¬ 
wagon. They are liable to find that 
they are too late. The gold story 
illustrates the dynamics. Mr Soros 
embarks on a goldmining venture, 
and the gold price shoots up: but 
those who bought the metal must be 
alarmed to see that it is now d rifting 
sideways. This means that investors 
are losing money, since the carrying 
cost of gold requires a contin uously 
rising pnoc to make up for lost interest 
receipts. This is normal which is why 
even at the height of. the post-Nixon 
inflation and gold boom, foe late Fritz 
Machlup was able to observe that in 
any- randomly chosen decade gold 



was the worst of 
afl investments — 

“including", as he 
unkindly re¬ 
marked from foe 
US, “British gov¬ 
ernment bonds”. 

But in fact Mr 
Soros did not buy 
gold; he bought a gold mine. All he 
needed to observe was that the rising 
demandfor gold, mainly from China 
and India, can no longer be satisfied 
from existing production and (proba- 
bfy dwindling) official sales. That will 
make marginal mines profitable, and 
their costs will put a floor under the 
price until demand fallSL Gold holders 
may be comforting themselves with 
foe legend that has grown from foe 
Soros buy: if George buys gold, be 
foresees inflation. But this misses foe 

whole point. 

The Soros venture is not a price 
speculation;-still less is it an inflation 
forecast. Itis simply a forecast that the 
demand for gold wiD remain high 
enough to keep mining profitable: 
This again has. little to do with 
inflation, apart from local inflation. It 
is a normal response to increasing 
unrest in the world. Ifyou had made a 
pile in the Chinese boom, or watched

The London 
property world has been looking for 
opportunities to go bottom-fishing for 
some months now, but in this heavily 
over-supplied market it is very hard to 
find attractive buys.

This is 
an investment in Ritblar expertise, not 
in the whole British economy: and if ft

British Land is taking the opportunity 
of Soros-inspired glamour to raise 
some market money for its war chest 
By all means buy some rights but as a 
long hold, not as a short-term 
speculation. 

There is a larger silliness behind all 
this: most market analysts, too young 
to know better, are continuing to treat 
this as an ordinary business cyde. 
Hence the hopes of strong recovery, 
shaded a bit because of US experi¬ 
ence; and foe fears of inflation. But 
nearly all the accurate forecasts have 
come from the minority who realise 
that this is not an ordinary recession, 
but a financial crash, cushioned by 
bailouts and public spending — a 
solution now seat as a problem.

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Construction industiy likely to fall 3% this year 


By Rodney Hobson 

THE construction industry will de¬ 
cline by a further 3 percent this year 
despite recovery in Scotland and the 
East Midlands, according to the 
Construction Forecasting and Re¬ 
search, an independent body. 

While parts of the North are faring 
better, the outlook for London and 
the South East remains bleak, the re¬ 
search, commissioned by Construc¬ 
tion News. says. The fall follows an 
11 per cent drop in activity in 1992. 


The forecast sees average growth for 
the construction industry across the 
country of 5 per cent next year. 

The warning of delayed and 
patchy recovery comes just as confi¬ 
dence is beginning to return to a sec¬ 
tor that has seen its longest and 
deepest recession in memory. The 
research shows that work for water, 
gas and electricity companies will hit 
a plateau this year and start to tail off 
while there wall be some pick-up in 
house building. 

It suggests that Scotland and the 


East Midlands are coming out of the 
trough first with Scotland's construc¬ 
tion output growing 8 per cent this 
year and 3 per cent in 1994. 

The report says: “The offices sector 
in Scotland has benefited from the 
considerable increase in financial 
services activity in Edinburgh and 
Glasgow coupled with the chronic 
shortage of suitable space in Edin¬ 
burgh. This has led to steady Bow of 
new developments." 

Output in the East Midlands will 
rise6 per cent this year and 10 per 


cent next year after better than 
average growth in the 1980s and 
only two years of downturn. Housing 
starts are set to grow almost SO per 
cent for the second, consecutive year. 
Yorkshire and Humberside should 
also see growth in construction work 
over the next two years though at a 
more modest leveL 
East Anglia is faring worst, with 
output likely to drop a fifth this year 
before it turns the comer with 3 per 
cent growth next year. London and 
the South East will see construction 


output fall 5 per cent this year and 
while work on the Jubilee under¬ 
ground railway line could set London 
and the way back up. the rest of die 
South East faces another year of 
decline in 1994 as construction work 
ends on the Channel tunnel 
One ray of hope is that housing 
associations will get house building 
moving again in the home counties. 
In the South West, work on the 
second road crossing of the River 
Severn masks a fall in work on other 
commercial construction. 


Boots chief

SIR James Blyth, chief execu¬ 
tive of Boots, issued a thinly 
veiled warning to Kingfisher, 
its retailing rival, to end high 
street discount wars.

March 31, compared wifh 
£343.7 million last time. How¬ 
ever. a strong performance 
from the group's chemists 
chain was marred by deepen¬ 
ing losses at Do It All, the do- 
it-yourself business jointiy 
owned with WH Smith. Do It 
All has suffered severe price 
competition from B&Q, King¬ 
fisher’s D1Y operation. 

Boots the Chemists is also 
coming under increasing pres¬ 
sure from Stipend rug's aggres¬ 
sive pricing strategy on key 
products, such as perfumes, 
sun creams and contact lens 
solutions. Sir James said of 
such pricing: “It does not 
build market share and it 
destroys shareholder value." 

None the less, profit at the 
chemists chain surged to £285 
million, an increase of 15-8 
per cent, despite NHS 
clawbacks of £12 million. 
Margins rose to 10.7 per cent, 
up 0.7 of a percentage point, 
thanks to tight cost control 
and an improved product mix, 
with an increased proportion 
of higher-margin goods and 
own-label ranges.

remained £3.4 million in the 
red. owing mainly to a E14.4 
million loss from Do It AIL 
Although the chain is still 
having “a. tough time". Sir 
James remains confident of its 
long-term prospects.

There was better news from 
Halfords, the autoparts and 
car service business, which 
turned losses of £9.5 million 
last year into a E4.7 million 
profit as the benefits of a 
systems and management 
overhaul filtered down to the 
bottom line.

Swedish state sells to Volvo

THE Swedish government's 
plan to privatise state property 
has been taken a step further.

VSEL lias add toe govern¬ 
ment that it could complete 
fbe throe frigates being fitted 
out at toe insolvent Swan 
Hunter shipyard on Tyneside 
and save toe country millions 
of pounds by doing so. 

In response to MoD enqui¬ 
ries. hoses of the Banow-in- 
Furoess yard, which is 
building Britain’s Trident 
nudear submarines, said they 
would be willing to take over 
the fitting out at Tyneside, tat 
that toe cost — £20 million to 
£30 millio n — could be sub¬ 
stantially reduced if the ships 
were towed to Barrow. 

- Transferring the work 
would end centuries of ship¬ 


building on Tyneside and cost 
most of thel.780jobs remain¬ 
ing at toe yard. But it would 
heap stem the job losses at 
Barrow Where the workforce 
has halved to 8.200 in toe past 
fain-years, and where a further 
3,000jobs are expected to go. 

The Vosper Thornycroft 
yard at Southampton is also 
believed to have signalled its 
willingness to lake on the 
fitting out work.

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America urges 
OECD to aid 
market reform 
in Russia

AMID rising hopes of a world 
trade agreement by the end of 
the year, the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration has urged the leading 
industrial countries to back a 
drive to stabilise and trans¬ 
form toe Russian economy. 

Lloyd Bentsen, the Ameri¬ 
can treasury secretaiy, issued 
Washington's appeal on toe 
final day of the two-day annu¬ 
al meeting of the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD), in 
Paris. Then he flew to Moscow 
fora first-hand look at Russian 
privatisation and for discus¬ 
sions with Russia’s leaders. At 
the OECD meeting, ministers 
argued over possible new 
members of toe organisation, 
with Mexico and South Korea 
the front-runners. 

Fearful that America’s re¬ 
covery is too weak to restore 
global growth, the Clinton 
a dmin istration sought at the 
OECD gathering to encour¬ 
age Japan and the European 
Community to make greater 
efforts to foster world growth. 
But Japan made dear that it 
would not be pushed into 
fiscal stimulation packages or 
trade pacts it did not consider 
desirable. 

The German response was 
delivered by the Bundesbank 
coundL Despite first-quarter 
west German data showing an 
annual 32 per cent contrac¬ 
tion in gross domestic product, 
the weakest performance since 
figures were started in 1968, 
the centra] bank left interest 
rates unchanged. 

Gunther Rexrodt, Germa¬ 
ny’s economics minister, said 
toe figures indicated that toe 
German recession was wors£ 
than those seen in toe previous 
three decades. The OECD cut 
its growth forecast sharply for 
this year largely because of the 
German recession. It high¬ 
lighted the need for greater 
efforts to encourage world 
growth and international 
trade and to undertake struc¬ 
tural reforms to counter persis¬ 
tent and high unemployment 
in toe industrialised worid. 


The 24-nation OECD area 
faces 36 million unemployed 
next year. 

Mickey- Kan tor. the Ameri¬ 
can trade representative, told 
reporters he planned talks 
next week with me Japanese to 
address Japan’s huge trade 
surplus with America. On 
June 15-J 6. bilateral talks are 
foreseen with Sir Leon Brittan, 
toe EC commisioner for ex¬ 
ternal economic affairs, aimed 
at making progress on a worid 
trade agreement ahead of 
four-sided talks with the Japa¬ 
nese and Canadians in Tokyo 
on June 22-23. The round of 
trade talks is intended to pave 
the way for agreement at the 
Group of Seven summit in 
Tokyo in eariy July. 

All sides at the OECD 
meeting expressed toe hope 
that the Uruguay Round of 
talks on trade liberalisation, 
which started in 1986. could 
be brought to a successful 
conclusion by the end of this 
year. That is considered cru¬ 
cial to worid economic growth. 

Japan and Australia under¬ 
lined the importance to toe 
world economy of the econo¬ 
mies of the Asia-Pacific re¬ 
gion. It is hoped that these will 
be brought into the OECD as 
fast as possible. 

Mr Bentsen stressed the 
need to give priority to Russia. 
He said: “We must remember 
that Russia is undergoing toe 
most dramatic economic 
transformation imaginable. It 
is toe largest economy yet to 
attempt the shift to a market 
economy."

Societies told to lend cautiously

BUILDING societies were pven a warn¬ 
ing yesterday that the Bunding Societies 
Commission warns to see more cautious 
mortgage lending.

And there’s the rub. vyiD BT share¬ 
holders winchip better off too? Or will 
the deal be all washed up in a year, or 
three, as so oft before. BTs past forays 
into North America have been disap-, 
panting. It sold its stake in Mitel the 
Canadian telecoms equipment manu¬ 
facturer, last year at a $250 million 
loss. The $1.75 billion minority stake 
in McCamr, now sold to AT&T, 
America’s biggest phone company, has 
done little more than cover its casts. 

Reflecting upon the fink-up yester¬ 
day. one of the City's most respected 
telecoms analysts remained cautious. 
“It is the least-bad deal that BT could 
have done, but the burden of proof is 
upon BT to show that they can get it 
right Their track record on overseas 
acquisitions has not been very good.” 

Minority stakes in Mitel and 
McCaw left BT with insufficient man¬ 
agement control he says. “The com¬ 
panies tended to use BT as a bank. The 
market is not yet convinced that BT has. 
done enough to prevent that happen¬ 
ing again.” On die other hand, he says. 
MCI is a weD-run company with an 
impressive growth record in a highly 
competitive market Perhaps die 
omens are better than in the past 
Understanding BTS motivation is 
simple enough. Old-fashioned nat¬ 
ional telecoms monopolies are crum¬ 
bling beneath die pressures of 
technological change and government 
deficits. Companies like BT are seeking 
to position themselves to survive in a 
market place that is becoming tncreas- 

T&ank the silicon chip, risng pros¬ 
perity. and the internationalisation of 
business. The amount erf voice and 
data communication flowing through 
the world’s telephone lines is growing 
liketopsy. 

The chip has expanded the market 
and revolutionised the phone business. 
Chips can switch calls in and out of 
different networks, adding up die 
minutes and seconds into individual 
bills as they do so. The chip has 
destroyed tire technical co n stra in ts that 
made telecoms a natural monopoly. 
The equilibrium of state control has 
been unbalanced- More and more

The multinational business market 
is the haneypot bringing phone com¬ 
panies together. AT&T is seeking a 
European partner to join its co¬ 
operative arrangement with Singapore 
Telecom and Kokusai Denshin Denwa 
of Japan. France Telecom and Deut¬ 
sche Telekom are casting around in 
global markets too. Sprint, the third 
largest US long distance carrier and 
through GTE number ten in the worid 
league table, has thrown in its lot with 


Alcatel of France, tire world’s largest 
telecom equipment maker. 

- In such a mdte.it is hard to be sure 
that today's deal will be appro p riate far 
tomorrow’s market place: With Mitel 
BT moved into the equipment indus¬ 
try. That proved a mktalre. with 
McCaw, it moved into American 
cellular telephony. Not now such a 
good idea. Everywhere in the worid 
telecommunications is an industry 
where companies are shielded from 
compe ti tion by licensing arrangements 
that governments continue to deploy in 
the interests of their national cham¬ 
pions. Mistakes are ea^y to make. 

The market for multinational virtual 
networks is expected to top $5 bflfion 
within a few years. It is at die forefront 
of the deregulation drive. Dominant 
utilities in Britain and America, such as 
BT and AT&T, see overseas expansion 
as a way to escape regulatory constraint 
in their domestic markets.

The most obvious difficulty for 
the private shareholder of 
holding shares through a 
nominee account is the disen¬ 
franchisement which it pptafk 
—you lose your voting rights. 

For some of us, “owning” 
the company, having a say in 
its policy, ami who the direc¬ 
tors are, is an important facet 
of being a shareholder. In 
practice, nominees foil to pass 
on shareholder specific infor¬ 
mation or make an extra 
charge for so doing. For 
example. I would not put my 
privatised National Power 
shares into a single company 
PEP (in which the shares are 
registered in the nominee’s 
name) because the charges for 
sending on the voting papers 
etc. exneed the tax saving; and 
when the dollar premium was 
abolished years ago. I took 
some INCO shares from a 
nominee who never sent on 
shareholder specific material 
and re-registered tiie shares in 
my own name. 1 now get those 
commu n ications and AGM 
voting papers without foil (and 
don’t have to pay a nominee 
for doing precious little). 

I ask myself if the Stock 
Exchange and companies 
really want private 
shareholders.

IF BOOTS hoped its results would prove the 
tonic its sluggish share price needed, then it 
may be disappointed. The group needs a 
stronger prescription to dispel concerns over 
its long-term prospects. 

The chemist chain continues to forge 
ahead, managing a healthy increase in profit 
despite little physical expansion, but Boots 
does not appear able to translate its consider¬ 
able drills in this area to its other retailing 
operations- Together these other businesses 
made losses of £3.4 million on turnover of 
£872 mflfion. Investment in systems, one of 
Boots* traditional strengths, has seen a £14.2 
minim i improvement at Halfords finally 
pulling the chain out of the red. However, 
margins remain at a derisory 1.4 percent 

Despite all its retailing wisdom — and 
indeed that of WH Smith — it cannot stifle 


losses at Do It AIL Shareholders can only 
hope this is the nadir for the DJY chain, now 
that its market share has finally stabilised. 
Nevertheless, it is going to be along haul bade 
to profitability — assuming Boots stays the 
distance rather than selling out 

Given the management time—and money 
— needed by these operations, tiie price 
pressure at Boots itself and its possible impact 
on margins are worrying. The chemist chain 
has long been a huge caih-generator, provid¬ 
ing funds for the development of other parts 
of the group. It has also been behind the 
hundreds, of millions sunk into Manoplax. 
However, it is unlikely the group will ever see 
a positive return on that investment. 

If Boots really wanted to perk up its share 
price, it probably could not find a better way 
than selling its pharmaceuticals business. 


VSEL 

VSEL stands at its highest 
earnings rating in years, yet 
on a price/earnings ratio of 
less than 8 at 795p, the 
company must be wondering 
whether this is really a cause 
for celebration. The niggard¬ 
ly rating reflects trepidation 
over a company operating in 
the dedining defence indus¬ 
try. with one major customer 
(the Ministry of Defence) 
and. until recently, depen¬ 
dent solely on nudear sub¬ 
marines. These fears are not 
wholly justified. 

Although Trident contin¬ 
ues to be the backbone of 
VSEL, the successful tender 
for the Royal Navy's amphib¬ 
ious helicopter carrier marks 
the company’s return to sur¬ 
face ship building.

With a backlist that in¬ 
dudes best-selling authors 
such as Stephen King and 
John Le Carte. Hodder has 
an asset that would have 
taken Headline years to de¬ 
velop. In publishing, tiie 
backhst is where the money is 
made. Net margins on these 
tides can exceed 30 per cent 
whereas new books may offer 
only 3 per cent as aD costs, 
such as commissioning, and 
even setting up printing 
pi«t*»c are charged against 
first year sales. 

Hoddefs backlist of over 
5,000 titles is worth around

A glance at both com¬ 
panies’ financials leaves in¬ 
vestors in no doubt as to 
which one could manage this 
potential pot of gold more 
profitably. Hodder made 
pre-tax profit of only £1 
milli on on sales of £55.6 
million in 1991-2; Headline 
made E2 million on sales of 


£16 million. In the first year, 
however, tiie deal wifl dilute 
earnings as tiie costs of the 
merger are absorbed. In the 
long run. with cost-savings of 
about £4 million to come on 
top of the benefits of tiie 
backlist, shareholders should 
see a healthy retum. 

Norcros 

NORCROS’ cash call largely 
fills the hole left by write¬ 
downs and losses from prop¬ 
erty investment but its 
shareholders cannot blame 
current management which 
has been trying to recoup the 
capital sunk into real estajein 
the 1980s. 

Norcros has the right prod¬ 
ucts to benefit from a recov¬ 
ery in the housebuilding 
sector and its record in cut¬ 
ting operating costs is im¬ 
pressive. Staff numbers have 
been reduced by almost a 
third since 1990 but produc¬ 
tion capacity has been main¬ 
tained. In theory, all the 
company needs to boost the 
bottom line is growth in sales; 
more transactions in the 
housing market should gen¬ 
erate demand for its 
products. 

This is already discounted 


in the share price. A historic 
price-earnings ratio of 34 is 
demanding. The setback in 
ceramics and printing was 
unexpected and a return to 
profits in its doors and cur¬ 
tain waDing business is not 
forecast until 1994.

MONEY has talked louder 
than the City's verbal at¬ 
tempts to secure a radically 
higher yield on Northern Ire¬ 
land Electricity than main¬ 
land electricity distribution 
shares. 

The 5.8 per cent yield at 
the 220p offer price still of¬ 
fers a useful income premi¬ 
um. There will now surely be 
more emphasis on tiie higher 
medium-term potential for 
earnings and dividend 
growth and the stability of 
NIE’s regulatory regime up 
to 1997. 

These advantages will not 
be lost on canny local inves¬ 
tors. The relative illiquidity of 
a utility stock valued for sale 
at £360 million also cuts both 
ways. Some big institutions 
will not bother with it Those 
that do map have to be pre¬ 
pared to bid up the price to 
secure much of a stake.

•PCs are becoming a political issue as 
they use more power. Now a new 
generation of models is being 
developed, David Hewson reports

F ew people would dream of 
leaving an old-fashioned 
two-bar electric fire burn¬ 
ing away on their office 
desk 24 hours a day. Transform the 
device into a personal computer, 
however, and the majority of office 
staff are happy to let it sit switched 
on throughout the day. regardless 
of whether it is being used.

need, principally because conserva¬ 
tion has never been a priority for 
manufacturers. 

Now the power consumption of 
computers is becoming a political 
issue in the United States and the 
issue is sure to be exported to 
Europe, with a new crop of dearic- 
rty-consdous PCs forced upon die 
computer industry by a worried US 
government 

The Clinton administration has 
suddenly adopted moves suggested 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency to reduce the amount of 
power consumed by PCs. Accord¬ 
ing to the EPA, computer systems 
account for 5 per cent of all 
commercial electricity use in Amer¬ 
ica, and this will grow to 10 per 
cent by the year 2000 unless 
manufacturers make PCs less pow¬ 
er-greedy.

The Star programme has been a 
low-key point of discussion between 
manufacturers and the EPA for 
some time, but the subject has 
suddenly been pushed to the fore by 
environmental forces within the 
Clinton administration. 

The core of the EPA programme 
is that every element in a PC system 
should be capable of switching to a 
low-power “sleep” state when not in

Modem notebooks use 
a variety of power-saving routines 
to ait power. They wiU “sleep” 
automatically when they are not 
being used, can decide to power 
down the hard disc if it is not 
required, and may also reduce the 
working speed of the chip. 

The results can be dramatic. A 
standard desktop 386 PC with a 
hard disc will normally be consum¬ 
ing between 60 and 100 watts of 
power in use. One of the mast 
power-conscious of modem note¬ 
books is Dell's new slimline 325 Sli

notebook which consumes a mere 
20 watts when working, compared 
with five times that amount for a 
conventional desktop machine. 

Using power management the 
325 Sli can work for six to seven 
hours between charges, more than 
double the usable period of most 
notebooks. The low power drain of 
notebook chips is bemg adapted for 
their desktop cousins, with far- 
reaching results. 

A 486 SL33 chip consumes 0.25 
of a watt at full power and 0.0025 
of a watt when asleep; its DX33 
cousin eats through 4.5 watts and 
3.5 watts respectively. 

Dell, a large supplier to tire 


American government, is confident 
it can meet the Star programme 
demands in time, according to the 
‘ European product marketing man¬ 
ager, Roger Stone. The new gener¬ 
ation of energy-efficient desktops 
should start winking their way 
through to the European market 
this autumn. 

“There is an increasing aware¬ 
ness on the part of customers about 
the lifetime cost of a PC not just 
how much it costs to buy. Low 
power usage comes into that,” Mr 
Stone says. 

Intel, the maker of most PC 
chips, is adamant it can meet the 
American deadline, too, even with 


its new P entium chip which, with a 
rating of 13 watts, consumes more 
than twice the maximum power 
drain of a 66 MHz 486 chip, 
currently foe fastest available. 

Intel will announce 30 new 
versions of its 486 chip this year, 
marry low power versions designed 
for the new generation of desktops. 
Beyond notebooks, however, few 
machines now on the market have 
much in the way of power manage¬ 
ment 

An exception is Apple's new 
colour Classic, which will automati¬ 
cally turn off the screen and power 
down when not being used. Apple 
says it will incorporate power 


management into most of its new 
machines. 

What can you do with the PCs 
you already have? The simple 
answer is: turn them off when they 
are not needed. This can be hard to 
impress on staff, however. Many 
companies report that people con¬ 
tinue to believe that a PC which is 
left switched on permanently is less 
likely to go wrong. 

And a good number think that a 
screen saver which blanks out the 
monitor when it is not being used 
also saves electricity. Both beliefs 
are modem PC myths, and ones 
that work their way through to the

A pple Computer took u« 
tough new market last 
when if launched an *»mni 
tious advertising campaign in the 
former Soviet Union and an¬ 
nounced it wanted a 20 per ant 
share of the market within tv«* 
years. Apple reworked a famous 
commercial — shown only oiuv 
before — that lampoons IBM :»* 
Big Brother. 

The one-minute advertisement 
was broadcast six times on Thurs¬ 
day lasr week during news pro¬ 
grammes in Russia and other 
former Soviet republics and wa? 
estimated to have been seen by up 
to 100 million viewers. 

“For more than 20 years. 
Europe, Asia, .America — the whole 
world — all foiled under the 
dominance of one personal com¬ 
puter system.” the advertisement 
says. “A swum whose inflexibility 
discouraged independent thought 
and creativity. A system whose 
power went unchallenged. Until 
Apple created Macintosh." 

Computer of various kinds are 
not new. though not commonplace 
either, in Moscow. There are 
computer stores and there is even a 
sprawling electronics flea market. 

Personal computers in Russia 
and the other CIS states are 
predominantly 1 BM-compatihle. 
whereas Apple is the only largo 
company not following an industry 
standard. This may partly explain 
the aggressive approach in making 
fan of IBM. despite the fact that 
Apple now has dose ties to its 
former arch rival. 

IBM spokesman David Harnih 
said he was “mystified" by the jibe. 
“Left all keep in mind that the next 
generation of Apple Macs that wilt 
come out in 1994 will have an 
IBM-designed microprocessor and 
an I BM-Apple operating system on 
it,” he said. 

Alex Randall, director of the 
Boston-based East West Education 
Development Foundation, which 
sends used computers to develop¬ 
ing and former East bloc nations, 
says Apple may not be aiming at 
the right market 
"The Mac is the perfect system 
for die former Soviet Union and 
East Europe. Brilliant technology, 
perfectly suited, and totally 
unaffordable." he said.

Plugged into the network 


T he aid getting through 
to the besieged Bosni¬ 
ans may be fitful, but 
journalists on the scene have 
little trouble getting stories of 
the Muslims’ plight to the 
outside world, thanks to the 
latest innovations in satellite 
communications technology. 

These links with the Balkans 
highlight a service that is 
expected to change worldwide 
communications and will lead 
to a global paging system next 
year and the possibility of 
pocket-sized satellite tele¬ 
phones within five years. 

Within the international 
press corps covering the break¬ 
up of Yugoslavia, many have 
overcome the lack of landlines 
either by queuing up to buy 
time on one of the satellite 
phones set up by the TV 
stations, or carrying the latest 
in personal computer date 
transmission systems. 

The Nomad 2000, devel¬ 
oped for STC, is a lightweight 
satellite modem , and antenna 
designed to provide a direct 
linKwitfa a laptop computer to 
send and receive telexed mes¬ 
sages, yet small enough to fit 
in a briefcase: 

Unlike the bulky satcom 
phones and dish aerials which 
require mains power, it uses a 
handy flat dish and recharge¬ 
able batteries to provide up to 
two hours of communication. 
Alternatively it can be linked to 
a car battery or the mains. : 

Costing £6,000, the Nomad 
is the latest piece of hardware 
to take advantage of the In- 
marsat-C satellite trans¬ 
mission system that has 
proved to be a great beta 
during die British Steel Chall¬ 
enge global yacht race. 

This is not just a commun¬ 
ications link. It also offers a 
comrneroa] system to track 
and monitor anything from 
shipping and bucks to valu¬ 
able cargoes moving almost 
anywhere ui the world. 

This aspect was brought 
into sharp focus .by the sinking 
of tiie Braer oil tanker on the 
Shetland coast in January. 
That disaster has led to «»n$ 
fora ship traffic control system 
to monitor endangered envi¬ 
ronments, such as the S Wet¬ 
lands, as wefl as busy slapping 
channels — for example, the 
Dover Straits. 

Radar provides the simplest 
solution. But as BT — whose

engineers pioneered the satel¬ 
lite tracking system — points 
ouf radar is passive.

With C-Sat as BT call it. the 
coastguard could not only 
have questioned the captain of 
the Braer immediately it real¬ 
ised the ship was drifting 
towards danger, but arranged 
outside assistance before it 
became too late. 

An example of this came 
whentihe crew of the race yacht 
British Steel II were dismasted 
deep in the Southern Ocean, 
mid-way between Cape Horn 
and New Zealand. Using the 
satellite fink, skipper Richard 
Tudor fired off an urgent 
message that told officials of 
their plight 12 min utes after 
disaster had struck. 

Within five minutes, the 
satellite system had provided 
the organisers in Petersfieid 
with the exact position of the 
yacht's nearest race rivals and 
minutes later had carried mes¬ 
sages bade, calling on two 
yachts to divert and help the 
stricken team. 

The satellite tracking system 
is linked with the yacht's 
navigation equipment and al¬ 
lows race organisers the option 
of calling up a single yacht, a 
group, or the entire fleet, to 
check their position, course 


and rate of progress at any 
time. 

One safety feature built imn 
the system is the “panic but¬ 
ton” for crews to alert org¬ 
anisers. of their, position, the 
moment an emergency arises. 

If there is time before aban¬ 
doning ship, a facility is also 
included within the software to 
spell oat quickly the nature of 
the problem by selecting one 
of the danger scenarios such as 
sinking, fire, dismasting or 
sickness from- a menu dis¬ 
played on tire computer.

I n the same way that special 
headsets . and ' considerable 
computing power create the 
extraordinary, imaginary 
worid of virtual reality, audio tech¬ 
nologists in. California are applying 
si milar techniques to the sound 
world dubbed virtual acous¬ 
tics (VA). 

-With the two technatogies working 
toother, the make-believe world that 
is found useful for scientific research, 
medical applications, design pur* 
poses and computer games Is being 
made much more realistic. 

To create such an audio flhisfon, a 
high-speed, digital audio-processing 
system connected to conventional 
headphones fools the ears into believ¬ 
ing they can bear sounds which have 
their own spatial location. 

In contrast to stereo headphones, 
where the sounds come from the 
same side of your head whichever 
way you turn, with VA headsets the 
sounds appear to come from fixed 
paints away from the head. 

“The wearers of the headsets 
believe the different sounds foqr hear 
in their head have a precise position,”

says Elizabeth Wenzel, a Nasa re¬ 
search psychologist who has been 
involved in die development of die 
technology. 

The applications are varied. The 
Federal Aviation Administration/for 
example, is considering the potential 
of virtual acoustics for air-traffic 
control purposes. Following initial 
research work by Nasa. the FAA is 
due to start tests where VA head¬ 
phones will be given to air-traffic 
controllers to provide them with 
greater awareness of aircraft 
movement 

At present controllers use a radar. 
screen to identify each aircraft initial 
ly. and then identify it visually from 
die control tower once it cranes into 
view. The FAA hopes that by using 
the headphones, foe controllers will 
also be able to locate each aircraft by 
mentally “picturing" its position and 
movement from the voice of foe pilot 
If the controller perceives apflot to be 
talking from the wrong position or 
too dose to another aircraft, he could 
take immediate remedial action.

be used in medicine. Medical re¬ 
searchers at the University of Califor¬ 
nia are using itto try to reach a beta 
understanding ofthe causes cf schizo¬ 
phrenia. By getting patients to pin¬ 
point the sources of die sounds thqr 
hear in their head, the researchers say 
they are able to locate foe sounds to 
precise positions in foe brain. . 

Another application is to add VA to 
tele-conferencing, which is used in¬ 
creasingly by executives who want to 
talkto colleagues ocrer tong-distances. 
Groups of exec u ti v es sit in different 
studios, but instead of listeners simply 
hearing a remote voice, they can 
“visualise” the position of the 
talker and thereby talk directly bade 
to them. 


The video games industry could 
certainly benefit The ability to hear 
the sounds of an enemy aircraft 
craning from a certain part of the sky 
would make any game seem more 
authentic. 

The best-known digital processing 
system which creates this effect is 
called a Convolvotron. developed by 
Crystal River Engineering, a com¬ 
pany in the heart of Silicon Valley. 
Camorma, and one of foe leading 
iighls in virtual reality technology 
since foe 1980s- 

Although the name Convolvotron 
sounds more like a snazzy 1960s 
kitchen appliance, it is a powerful 
device capable of delivering high- 
quality three-dimensional sound 


from up to four separate sound 
sources. To generate the illusion for 
each sound source, foe processor 
needs to make up to 320 million 
calculations per second. 

The company, which developed 
both the hardware and software, has 
now joined with foe British virtual 
reality specialists. Division, to sell the 
technology and a £12,000 system 
worldwide. 

There could also be significant 
applications in the music industry. 
Division has set-up a VA system for a 
five-man San Francisco rock band 
that wanted to experience its music in 
complete^ new way. 

According to Hardie Dunn, Crys¬ 
tal River’s marketing director, the 


largest commercial market for virtual 
acoustics wiH be by combining it with 
virtual reality. “If you see a door open 
or a window break in a virtual 
environment you want to hear foe 
accompanying sound effect coming 
from exactly foe same position.” he 
saya 

For designers, foe combination of 

the two technologies creates new 

opportunities. Thorn EMI. for in¬ 
stance. uses virtual reality to demon¬ 
strate what new office interiors will 
look like according to foe different 
lay-out and lighting options. But 
adding ringing telephones and other 
sounds as a person “walks” through 
the imaginary office would certainly 
seem more realistic. 

In Tokyo, a combined virtual 
reality and acoustic system is being 
tested for demonstrating new kitchen 
ranges at a big department store. 
Using virtual reality headsets, cus¬ 
tomers design foe layout of their ideal 
kitchens, inducting foe locations of 
fridges, sinks, cookers, fan extractors 
and washing machines. Then, to 
increase realism, foe“real" sounds of 
all the appliances have been added.

This enables customers to hear the 
level of noise there would be if. say. 
every appliance was working at the 
same time. They can even detect the 
difference in noise levels in foe 
“room" if different-quality acoustic 
tiles are placed on the imaginary 
walls. 

Peter Cornwell, who is head of 
. Division's American operations and 
a professor at the department of 
computing at Imperial College, 
London, says foM foe technology will 
open up a huge new world for 
scientists, researchers and designers 
in manyfidds. 

In foe future, he says, the combinar 
tion of virtual reality and virtual 
acoustics could even replace comput¬ 
er-aided design for marry design 
purposes. He expteins that at present 
the two technologies are complemen¬ 
tary. with the virtual world able to 
provide a useful overview and com¬ 
puter-aided design providing the 
finer detail “But in another ten 
years”, he says; “the audio and 
picture quality of foe virtual world 
will be far superior." 


A giant tears

Fears over the break-up of IBM 


B ig Blue isn't so big 
anymore. The break 
up of parts of IBM 
have been likened to the 
break up of the Soviet 
Union.

The latest busi¬ 
ness unit is Personal Soft¬ 
ware Products. 

IBM already has two 
companies selling PC hard¬ 
ware. 1CPI and 1PCCICP1

end. IBM spent £8 million 
launching ICPI and it is 
never going to recover that 
money” Mr Hosier says. 

But it is not only the PC 
divisions that have been 
subject to the process of 
fragmentation.

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Finding pleasure in a fresh language 


T he history of program¬ 
ming is a tale of more 
work than there are 
people to do it. If a new 
method — known as object-orient- ' 
ed programming or OOP — is the 
answer to the work, then rewards 
for the right set of skills could be 
very high. 

The volume and quality of pro¬ 
gramming work have been vital 
issues almost since the start of 
commercial programming more 
than 30 years ago. Companies that 
use computers juggle resources to 
keep old programs running while 
holding the backlog of new woric 
within manageable limits. At the 
same time, the quality of software 
becomes more important as busi¬ 
ness fortunes are increasingly reli¬ 
ant on it. 

Programming languages such as 
Cabo! and Basic were early at¬ 
tempts to help programmers to be 
more productive. Known as third- 
generation languages, they have 
been succeeded — but not replaced 
— by the fourth-generation, which 
are sold on the promise oF en¬ 
hanced productivity and ease of 
maintenance. 

OOP technology is the latest 
example of the computing industty 
trying to provide reliable, intelligi¬ 
ble and re-usable pieces of pro¬ 
gramming code. The rewards are 


Object-oriented programming is the latest 
example of a reliable, intelligible 
and re-usable code, David Guest reports 


in no doubt, according to Adam 
Winkelman. managing director of 
the specialist training consultancy 
Semaphore Europe. "Last year. I 
was paying £200 to £225 a day for 
an average person to give a training 
course. £350 for a good one. This 
year it is £600 a day. 

“Where salaries are concerned, 
even an average person might get 
30 per cent over die odds and at the 
top end. it might be 50 to 70 per 
cent Object-oriented skills enable 
people to be choosy, and I think 
that will continue to be the case for 
three to five years.*" he says. 

Steve Baker, marketing manager 
of QA Training, says: “The short¬ 
age is of people who have been 
doing it for more than six months. 
Proficiency in the C++ language will 
be the entry-level standard, but to 
enhance your career prospects you 
should learn object-oriented analy¬ 
sis and design around it” 

There are differences, however, 
over the best computing back¬ 
ground for an object-oriented tech¬ 
nician. Mr Winkelman says 
graduates bringing no baggage 


from commercial programming 
make the best practitioners: "Some 
Cobol programmers couldn't make 
the transition. For others, it would 
take a year.” 

John Carolan, technical director 
of Computer Associates Ireland 
who was founder of the object- 
oriented pioneer Glockenspiel, 
says: “It’s not a bard thing to grasp. 
It isn't as scary as people make out 
The main big thing is that in 
Cobol, for example, you tend to 
deal with things one at a time, a 
stream of records coming off a file. 
The main functional difference is 
that you can have many things on 
the go at once.” 

I n object-oriented program¬ 
ming. the dominant lan¬ 
guage is C++. But the 
command of the language 
alone, specialists in the field agree, 
wfll not be enough. "For people 
from a conventional progranroiing 
background, h requires a signifi¬ 
cant change in mindset” Mr 
Winkelman says. "People think C++ 
is just a superset of C and that 


object-oriented is a development of 
what they have been doing.” 

Mr Baker says: "For C++, because 
of its syntactical difficulties, prior C 
experience is a distinct bonus. We 
have trained people from non-C 
backgrounds but a couple of years’ 

C gives you a head start From any 
kind of procedural language base, 
there is the temptation to treat the 
programs as procedural It takes 
time to unlearn that” 

Mr Baker was previously a 
software developer, running a 
small team that programmed in 
Cobol and PascaL “I got into object- 
oriented in 1989,” be says. “It took 
some time for the full implications 
to sink in — maybe a year or more 
before I had a full appreciation of . 
what this thing could do." 

Ian Kinns, software development 
manager at the financial advisory 
company Laureritian MiHdon, is a 
graduate of QA's Advanced C++ 
and object-oriented design courses. 

“There are sides to ft that you 
don't pick up on immediately.” he 
says. “Yes, it’s a transition from one-; 
style of programming to another,' 
but the design side is the bottom of ' 
the iceberg.” To make the transi¬ 
tion. he recommends training and 
“a lot of background reading”. 

Mr Kinns has an extensive back¬ 
ground in the successive waves of 
software development third and

fourth-generation languages and 
different types of database. “Object 
oriented is not a fad," he says. “Ft is 
a true evolution from the third 
generation” 

. Another object-oriented .. lan¬ 
guage is die delightfully named 
S malltalk , in which computing 
staff are notoriously deficient. Mr 


Baker says: “Smalltalk lends itself 
to people without a programming 
background, it is interactive and 
you Ieam as you go’dongjl -- 
Smalltalk is not Kkdy to.enhance 
career prospects to thejsame degree 
as C++. “It is popular but the main 
limitation to its iue is ftaf ft is not 
suitable for Kg projects,” Mr 


Carolan says. .“Smalltalk is a Cadil¬ 
lac language far one person, but in 
a of five people you would get 

creeping instability." • 

Anyone considering a .career in 
object oriented 'should allow plenty 
of time. A year seems die necessary 
minimum for the implications of 
die technology to rink in.

GALLERIES: Richard Cork finds quantity rather than quality at the Royal Academy Summer Exhibition 


Com as high as an elephant’s eye 


itfa speculation al¬ 
ready rampant about 
the Hkely presidential 


de Grey, who retires in December, 
the Royal Academy's Summer 
Exhibition may assume a. radically 
different character next year.' But 
real change: is HiffimTt to imagine. 
Despite all the. efforts xnadeby de 
Grey, and his equally energetic 
predecessor Sir Hugh Casson. the 
RA’s annual jamboree remains as 
much of a hallowed national ritual 
as the Chelsea Flower Show or a 
garden party at Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace. We knew, by and . large, just 
what to expect And the ezh^don’S 
many devotees relish its reassuring 
predictability in an otherwise un¬ 
certain world- ., 

Last year, even at the depth of the 
recession, over 122,000 visitors 
came to see and buy {often for very 
substantial sums) the works on 
view. A s imilar audience can confi¬ 
dently be expected to pay the £450 
admission charge this time around, 
and more than 13,000 works were 
submitted in thehope of acceptance 
for this, the 225th summer show. 
In the event some 11.200 entries 
found themselves turned away. But 
the rest, displayed on the walls and . 
floors of Burlington House, 
prompts Tom Phillips to declare in 
die catalogue that “the rich variety 
of art is everywhere dmiedronty tbe 
Academy gives, each year, inpaint- 
ing, sculpture and aichftedtzre, the 
broader picture.'’ 

But how justified is this proud 
and combative assertion? The first 
galleiy offers the most convincing 
confirmation of PhSUipsTs daim. 
Several distinguished foreign art¬ 
ists are here, at the president's 
invitation, and they give the show a 
catholic, non-parochial air. Roy 
lichtenstein. who would have been 
shunned by the Academy at the 
height of Pop Aitfs influence 30 
ryears ago, subotiis' a crisp and 
confident Interior with Shadow 
where the furnishings do battle 
with a bewildering fusillade of 
stripes and dots. Near by. Richard 
Dxebenknm’s quietly sublime 
Ocean ParkNoJ30 proves that die 
1 RA no longer jibs at austere near¬ 
abstraction. while Anselm Kiefer's 
brooding Yggdmsil signals Bur¬ 
lington House’s official acceptance 
of neo-Expressionisi gloom. 

Alongside Eduardo ChiQida’s 
collages and an untitled work by 
Jasper Johns (now an Hon RA). 
British artists look strong, too. 
Patrick Caulfield, only a very recent 
participant in summer shows, is at 
his terse and melancholy best in 
Hie Second Class of Whisfy. An 
elusive umber interior, where mini¬ 
mal windows and shahs of wan 
yellow light contrast with the skflfol 



massing of images quickly becomes 
oppressive. No artist should be 
subjected to such treatment, which 
militates against the uniqueness of 
a particular work at every turn. If 
Tom Phillips’s “broader picture’’ 
can only be gained by this crude 
tactic, spraying images like scatter¬ 
shot across the foil height of a wall, 
then the price is not worth paying. 
Better by for to prune die number 
of exhibited works very drastically, 
and give the survivors the breath¬ 
ing-space they deserve. 


A longside this overhaul in 
presentation, the Acade¬ 
my must seek to gather in 
some, at least, of the 
many outstanding artists who shun 
its exhibition at the moment 
Without painters as formidable as 
Lucian Freud. Frank Auerbach 
and Howard Hodgkin, the sum¬ 
mer show fails to substantiate 
Phillips’s daim. Their absence 
makes his words sound hollow, and 
die same problem afflicts die 
Academy's representation of Brit- 
ish sculpture. Eduardo Paolozzi 
and Phillip King are here from the 
senior generation, but Anthony 
Caro stays away. So do most of the 
younger sculptors who have gained 
substantia] international reputa¬ 
tions over the last decade. Two of 
them. Richard Deacon and BUI 
Woodrow, prefer to show their new 
collaborative work at the enterpris¬ 
ing Chisenhale Galleiy in the East 
End. An invigorating display, it 
challenges us to sort out who made 
what and proves how dosely these 
highly individual sculptors are 
prepared to work together. 

Until artists of their calibre 
receive proper rep r esentation at the 
Academy, the summer exhibition 
cannot daim to encompass the best 
of British art Dhnxva Misby is 
showing reduced bronze versions of 
his guardians and figures newly 
installed in Birmingham's Victoria 
Square, and Peter Randali-Page’s 
Where The Bee Sucks stands out 
with disturbing eroticism as a 
fehdtous Chantrey purchase in 
Galleiy VIII. But the untimely 
death of Elizabeth Frink, saluted 
here by pieces from different peri¬ 
ods of her career, underlines how 
few outstanding sculptors the RA 
now encompasses: 1 hope that Sir 
Roger's successor addresses these 
shortcomings with dispatch, so that 
“the broader picture” can at long 
last be turned from wishful flunk¬ 
ing into a persuasive reality.

jHusfonism of the glass ftsdt the 
paintin g folly deserves its purchase 
by the Chantry Bequest Only with 
the section memorialising Sidney 
Nolan does the imaginative tem¬ 
perature plummet demonstrating 
how fijfle he had to offer after the 
nervy inventiveness of his early Ned 
Kelly series came to an end. 

David Hockney, whose contribu¬ 
tions to previous summer shows 
have sometimes been perfunctory, 
presides over Gallery II with festive 
ease. His six paintings, irresistibly 
recalling the opera sets he has been 
designing recently, are all buoyant 
affairs. Hockney here recovers 
some, at least, of his former zest, 
and. John Hqyland’s ebullient ab¬ 
stractions sustain the vitality else¬ 
where in the room. As if id prove 
that the English landscape tradi¬ 


tion can flourish alongside 
Hoyland’s impetuous sunbursts of 
cctour, Michael Andrews's tmd er- 
stated yet deeply frit Oare, The Vale 
of Pewsey is also included. R.B. 
Kitaj, however, has descended into 
dumsmess with his eccentric re- 
staging of the Whisder/Ruskin 
court-case, in a boxing-ring bor¬ 
rowed from George Bellows. Al¬ 
though Whisder knocks his bhxe- 

ropes, Kita^Tcwn handtingffcks 
the necessary , punch. 

Unevenness reigns in G apery 
III. where tire grand proportions 
deserve a more sustained level of 
achievement Victor Pasmore, now 
a grand old octogenarian, proves 
bis continuing power in a debtious 
green and grey abstraction called 
The Eye and The Symbol, where 


his meandering line tenmnates in 
tiie artist's prominent initiate His 
pride is justified, and Anthony 
Green upholds the figurative tradi- 
tion at its quirkiest with his multi¬ 
part hymn to connubial love in the 
bedroom, fanning out from the 
naked Greens into a Dorm e-like 
celebration of paradise-on-earth. 

Elsewhere, though, a tribute to 
the late John Bratby succeeds only 
in revealing how execrable his later 
work became. While the earliest 
paintin g s prove that Bratby in the 
1950s possessed a certain ham- 
fisted authority, tbe more repent 
canvases testify to a terrible dissipa¬ 
tion Of bis talent To find such 
pictures in positions of honour is to 
gravely weaken the exhibition as a 
whole. While understanding the 
Academy's desire to salute the 


passing of its members, I question 
the wisdom erf granting Bratby this 
amount of exposure. 

After all other Academicians of 
for more consistent quality died Ibis 
year, and they have been tucked 
away in other, chronically oyer- 
crowded rooms where their distinc¬ 
tiveness can easily be overlooked. 
Richard Enrich, memorialised in 
Gallery VU, was a true poet of the 
English coastiand. His deceptively 
modest painting are often at their 
finest when be explores the tension 
between beach and sea. A melan¬ 
choly space, its loneliness punctuat¬ 
ed only by a few vulnerable figures, 
this eerie locale haunted him 
throughout a lon g and remarkably 
consistent career. His de ath is a real 
loss, for the most recent canvases 
are among the best 


Peter Greenham likewise de¬ 
serves to be mourned. The selection 
of his paintings in dudes one of his 
most incisive and memorable por¬ 
traits: Father d’Arcy. his gauntoess 
alleviated by the surprising vivacity 
of his alert, button-bright eyes. 
Greenham never strayed from the 
conservatism of a style indebted, at 
heart, to a mild form of Sickeitian 
Post-Impressionism. But he knew 
how to make the most of his innate 
caution, and the outcome was a 
body of quiet, thoughtful work 
which always repays scrutiny. 

It is sad to find artists as singular 
as Etuich and Greenham half- 
buried in the dotted hanging de 
rigueur in far too many of the 
rooms. Forced on the Academy by 
its dogged determination to in¬ 
clude so many works, this dense

Circus tricks and cartoon capers 


SHAKESPEARE'S first critic was one 
Francis Meres, who back in 1598 
made mention of several of his 
comedies, among them Love’s 
Labour *s Lost and a mysterious Love’s 
Labour's Won. In toe Open Air 
programme Toby Robertson suggests, 
probably rightly, that the latter title is a 
misnomer for The Taming of The 
Shrew. But then his production begins, 
and proceeds relentlessly to undermine 
his own thesis. What Robertson offers 
us may share woids, characters and a 
plot with Taming of The Shrew, but it 
ends up giving credence to an aftemar 
five theoiy. Love’s Labour's Won is a 
lost Shakespeare {day, suppressed by 
friends who feared its crudeness would 
ruin his growing reputation. 

The setting is a multi-coloured big- 
top: gaudily decorated poles and 
bunting, winking bulbs, a plastic- 
covered ring which emits odd squelch¬ 
ing noises when people walk too 
heavily across it, and a red curtain 
emblazoned “Love’s Labour's Won” in 
gold squiggles. On come what are, 1 
suppose, meant to be c ommedia 
dell'arte performers, but tend, in their

exotic head ware and garish tunics, to 
look as if they have been snatched fiom 
a painting by. Piero Della Francesca 
and remodelled by Disney. The dis¬ 
guised Hortensio might be Harpo 
Marx wearing a chessboard; but others 
are more lurid and clownish still 

The result is inevitable. The charac¬ 
ters not only look like cartoons but 
behave as if they are trapped in one. 
They seem forever to be doing silly 
walks, or leaping into one another’s 
arms, ur landing on their bums or 
being kicked in them. Biondeflo 
dances on a giant bafl. Someone else 
enters through a paper hoop. The front 
legs of Petnichio’s noise make it over a 
jump, but the back legs refuse to follow. 
Brightly painted barrels or precarious 
see-saws become settings for conversa¬ 
tions. So it goes on. 

It is pretty galumphing stuff. An 
authentic commedia company would 
surely have brought more finesse to 


such business. But the idea is miscon¬ 
ceived anyway, and for reasons great 
and small. How can we laugh at 
moments of genuine eccentricity, such 
as the description of Petnichio’s wed¬ 
ding. when people are behaving more 
extravagantly all around? What is so 
funny about his “unreverem robes” 
when he is out-coloured, out-striped 
and out-feathered by everybody from a 
pink-andcream Tranio on down- 
wards'? farce needs a norm from 
which to deviate if it is to work. 

But Shakespeare’s Shrew is not a 
fame, it is a comedy full of openings for 
actors who have toe skill to explore fee 
nuances of the sex-war. Fat chance of 
any such subtleties in this Loony-Tune 
Padua. Indeed, the first great battle 
that Geordie Johnson's Petruchio, wife 
his purple-andrgold uniform and 
flashing whip, fights with Cathy Ty¬ 
son’s snarling Katherina is explicitly 
staged as a bade between a tamer and 
his tiger. He calls her “Cat” through¬ 
out in defiance of a line that rhymes 
“Rated” with “mated”. Anything to 
identify Shakespeare with Bamum. 
Bailey, or bath.

Well maybe Robertson is bravely 
hying to make a virtue of necessity. 
When the ceiling of a theatre is fee sky. 
criss-crossed by passing planes, the 
stage-effects cannot be too dainty. Bui 
the price here is quality of perfor¬ 
mance. starring with Johnson, whose 
bulky Petruchio is inclined simply tc 
put his hands on his waist and roar 
impressively. 

There are signs feat Tyson seems tc 
want to chronide Katherina’s evolu¬ 
tion from embittered daughter to 
contented wife; and it may be signifi¬ 
cant that she alone of the cast loses fee 
white makeup thickly masking her face 
as the evening progresses. But she 
must wait for the real Shrew if she is tc 
fulfil her evident talent

. .So what is foe difference 
between CD-i and all foe other 
sleek boxes with their buttons, 
joysticks, remote controls and 
insatiable thirst for electricity?, 
In foe first issue of a magazine 
called ‘ CDi, launched this 
Week, CD-i is described as 
allowing foe user “to interact 
with foe images on foe trie- 
vision screen rather than just 
being a passive couch potato”. 

Toe prospect afteF&ar?Sy 
that integrates conventional 
audio, visual and game-play¬ 
ing pleasures (along with edu¬ 
cational information) into one . 
package must alarm the tradi¬ 
tional entertainment indus¬ 
tries. Beleaguered parents will 
also blanch at foe thought of 
purehaMg ^i riore^gg^re 

threaten to replace human 


activities such as 7 reading, 
speaking and moving foe 
krhbs. 

Most musicians faint at foe 
thought of live rock concerts 
being displaced by Super 
Mario and Sonic foe Hedge¬ 
hog, let alone a format that 
encourages the joystkk-twid- 
dfing consumer to influence 
the action and thus become a 
creator. There are rode stars, 
including Peter Gabriel and 
BiDy Idol who have grasped 
foe nettle by engaging with foe

brave new cyberworid of 
CDROM and virtual reality, 
but flie most obvious cornea 
for hypermedia is foe so-called 
qyberddic environment. oft 
techno and ambient dance 
music. 

Philips, the company that 
developed CDri in association 
with Sony, has responded by 
releasing escape, tiie first disc 
in a musionrientated series. 
Even John Cook, foe market¬ 
ing manager for eScape, ad¬ 
mits the difficulty of 
concocting a succinct descrip¬ 
tion of this new medium. 
“People ask what it is”, he says, 
“and you answer The future*. 
Then you've got to let them 
experience it" 

With eScape, foe experience 
is rudimentary. A joystick con¬ 
troller enables, the user to 
change the colours and direc¬ 
tional movement of the ab¬ 
stract images, animate simple 
figures or switch into a new 
phase of foe programme. 
When boredom sets in, a 
return to the menu offers new 
options to play with. 

So far, foe possibilities for 
interaction are very limited. 
Within a few years, though, 
they may expand in unforesee¬ 
able ways. “If you can under¬ 


stand it,” Cook recently told 
potential clients in America, 
Then ifs probably not going 
toseH” 

“How do you. win?" they 
asked, understandably per¬ 
plexed by escape’s relentless 

- flow Of hypnotic colours, ani¬ 
mation and trance rhythms. 
Once they had grasped foe 
notion that CD-i offers a non¬ 
linear, malleable experience, 
rather than a competitive 

- game, they were enthralled, 
a ppar e nt l y . 

The creator of escape’s tor¬ 
rent of visual imagery .is a. 
small London-based company 
named Hex. Describing then*- 
selves as an ad-hooisyof video 
punks. Miles Vismaa Robert 
. Pepperell and Matt Black 
have combined computer-gen¬ 
erated images and music m a 
number of formats. Top Ba¬ 
nana, for example, was n 
stringently poKtically correct 
computer game, while Global 
Qiaos, an hour of music and 
overloaded visuals, has just 
been released on video, vinyl 
. arid CD, as weD as being 
shown in dance dubs. 

After years of reading sci¬ 
ence fiction novels written for 
foe information age, particu¬ 
larly William Gibson's highly 
influential Neuromancer (first 
published in 1984 but still the 
benchmark for fiction depict¬ 
ing the near fixture), many 
tedino-musirians and com¬ 
puter artists dreamed of creat¬ 
ing audio-visual environments 
which respond to the desires of 
the operator. Although stiff in 
its early stages, CD-i may 
become foe arfuftiisation of 
those dreams. 

“People have got into play¬ 
ing it like they would play a 
game," P e pp erell says. “Ifs 
almost addictive. Ifs compel¬ 
ling and frustrating at the 
same time. Ifs absorbing. 
Once you're off it you wtol to 
get bafck on. All of those things 
are what you associate with 
playing a game; not watching 
a pop video, and yet all you’re 
doing is watching a video." 

This is foe story at present, 
yet CD-i promises far more, 
both in entertainment and 
education. Hex recognise the 
anxie ties associated with tele¬ 
vision-based media, but fed 
that many criticisms lack per¬

spective. “Dad’s playing golf;’’ 
Blade says. “He’s wdl addicted 
to his golf. The kifs pretty 
expensive and foe fees of foe 
dub are pretty expensive as 
wdL but he thinks thafs OK, 
But Maria he says, is ruining 
his children’s heads.” 

Bob Cotton and Richard 
Oliver, the authors of Under¬ 
standing Hypermedia, 


describe the new hybrid for¬ 
mats as a “rich sensory mix". 
Inevitably, this aspect of 
hypermedia, and particularly 
foe comparisons often made 
with psychedelic drug experi¬ 
ences, will be explored by foe 
artists but underplayed by foe 
manufacturers. 

escape carries the standard 
.warning to users about pos¬ 


sible negative effects' arising 
from excessive, uninterrupted 
viewing of fast-changing im¬ 
ages. In foe end, this is only 
part of foepoint 
As they develop, interactive 
media such as CD-i wiff chall¬ 
enge foe narrative structure of 
books, films and music al¬ 
bums. Almost certainly, they 
will turn our passivity as 


entertainment consumers into 
something more demanding 
and — so the hypermedia 
boosters claim — more cre¬ 
ative. In the future, this will 
change society in ways which 
we cannot predict In the short 
term, rock stars win have to 
look to their laurels. Parents, 
as always, will have to watch 
their wallets.

IN foe next century, cy¬ 
cling historians will pub¬ 
lish monographs on the 
connections bttween foe 
BMX bike craze and late 
20th-century pop music. 
Foolhardy leaps over im¬ 
possible obstacles will 
have contributed to a new 
aesthetic just as steam 
trains, jet flight and foe 
elecrric food mixer 
shaped artistic judg¬ 
ments in less recent 
history. 

Baudots are a loud but 
personable trio of three 
north Londoners in their 
early twenties. Rather 
than draw a veil over 
such youthful pursuits as 
BMX riding, skateboard¬ 
ing and break-dancing, 
they acknowledge them 
as formative elements in 
their musical develop¬ 
ment This is not to say 
foar their first album 
contains any direct refer¬ 
ences to wheel-based ac¬ 
robatics and head spins. 
With titles such as “Reve¬ 
lation", “Better Nation" 
and “Messengers”, 
Guidance is preoccupied 
with the visionary proper¬ 
ties of electronic music 
not teen ephemera. 

Released on their own 
Infonet label a subsid¬ 
iary of Creation Records. 
Bandulu's output has an 
earthy, humanistic-depth 
which belies its recording 
studio and chib-orientat¬ 
ed origins. They regard 
themselves as a band, 
treat live performances as 
opportunities to commu¬ 
nicate. and talk about 
techno as a kind of avant- 
garde jazz with street 
appeal AH of these atti¬ 
tudes may or may not be 
related to their descrip¬ 
tion of themselves as foe 
sons of original hippies. 

“I used to jam in the 
attic with my dad,” Jamie 
Bissmire says. Using foe 
pseudonym KohTao. his 
father actually contribut¬ 
ed a trade to a recent 
Infonet compilation al¬ 
bum. “Amazing," one 
critic enthused. “Bril¬ 
liantly eccentric," wrote 
another, as veterans of 
foe 1960s such as John 
Peel and Steve Hillage 
rally in support of 
Bandulu.

MAKE or break time for Maria 
McKee. After six years at foe helm of 
Californian roots-rode heroes Lone 
Justice, foe Launched her solo career iri 
1989 with a sdfritied album that 
achieved little success. The following 
year foe topped foe British chart with 
“Show Me Heaven", a song lifted from 
foe soundtrack of the Tom Cruise film 
Days Of Thunder. But can foe do it 
again, off her own bat? 

Part of foe problem with that first 
.album was its presentation. Lavishly 
. produced and packaged with pictures 
of McKee gating wistfully ahead like a 
-.younger version of Stevie Nicks, she 
was pitched as a sensitive singer- 
songwriter at the adult market 

This lime she is pictured as more her 
natural self — a young-looking 28- 
year-old with freckles and a petulant 
moue — while a bold slogan amid the 
sleeve notes dedares "This is not a solo 
album. The band is..." before going 
on to list three of her former colleagues 
from Lone Justice in a small cast of 
musicians. Working once again as part 
of a property functioning band. butstiH 
the person with her face and name on 
foe cover, McKee has got the best of 
both wortds. It certainly sounds that 
way. 

The production, by George 
Drakoulis (Black Crowes, Jayhawks) is 
much punchier than before, coaxing 
the best from a varied collection of 
songs, most of .them ideally suited to 
McKee’s sraet yet raucous tone. 

She still has a tendency to yeU, 
noticeably cm a high-energy version of 
Van Morrison’s ’The: Way Young 
Lovers Do" (from the classic Astral 
Weeks), and her own “I Forgive You", 
a Janis Joplinesque blast co-written 
with Sam Brown. But on other songs 
her pitch and phrasing are spot on as

' On the one hand, “I’m Gonna 
Soothe You” and “Why Wasn’t I More ’ 
Grateful”—bothwritten with her Lone 
Justice chums — combine great, old- 
fashioned rinfo melodies, hollering, 
goqid-styie backing vocals, and (on the 
latter) foe exuberant interactions of foe 
Memphis Homs. At the other extreme 
is foe Nashviffe-inspired hanky tank of

BARRY ADAMSON 
The Negro Inside Me

SHORT-listed for last year’s Mercury 
Music Prize. Barry Adamson 
specialises in creating soundtracks for 
imaginary detective films. This vivid, 
but all too brief (31-minute) collection 
is the latest in a line stretching back to 
“The Man With The Golden Arm", 
his first single, released in 1988. 

With their noiiish intros and bold, 
blaring themes, instrumental numbers 
such as “Dead Hear and “Busted 
(Michaelangdo Version)” conjure vi¬ 
sions of dark, rainswept alleyways 
running between multistorey build¬ 
ings peopled by a cast of characters 
with foe text of a Raymond Chandler 
story running through their heads. 

"The Snowball Effect” incorporates 
a (real life?) answerphone message 
from Adamson's publicist setting out 
his interview schedule, while “A Per¬ 
fectly Natural Union” sounds like it 
could have been written for a cigar 
advert The inclusion of Serge 
Gainsboorg’s heavy breathing epic “Je 
TAime... Moi Non Phis” adds a not 
incongruous twist to a distinctive and 
highly evocative piece of work. 

DODGY 

The Dodgy Album 
(A&M 540 082) 

DODGY are an exuberant three-piece 
from Kingston upon Thames, whose 
debut bears foe dassic hallmarks of foe 
English indie band in frill flight (the 
fact that they are signed to a major 
label is neither here nor there). 

The drummer, Mathew Priest clat¬ 
ters about busfly, usually racing slightly 
ahead of foe beat Guitarist Andy 
Miner’s chord sequences emerge with 
chiming flourishes. And bassist-vocal¬ 
ist Nigel Gaik traoes-strong-ish melo¬ 
dies in a voice which distantly echoes 
foe great English singer rf foe past, 
from Ray Davies to John Lennon. The 
album’s char m is infectious.

In fact, foe talented new¬ 
comer was bom in the Bronx, 
not the Texan backwoods, and 
her album. What's The 411? 
represents the most significant 
and exciting black music de¬ 
but of foe year. 

Although ignored by main¬ 
stream radio here, awareness 
of her highly original and 
super-confident style — based 
on a mutant hybrid of 
hardcore r’n’b. hip-hop and 
soul — has yet to spread to 
white audiences. Yet such is 
her following that on this, foe 
first in an extraordinary four- 
night residency at the Apollo, 
crowds of dressed-to-party but 
ticketless youths thronged the 
Hammersmith pavements, 
participating in foe event if 
not foe music. 

It is tempting to suggest 
they were spared a relative 
disappointment too. For. on a 
revue-style bill that featured 
two support acts, a comedian 
and assorted MCs, Blige test¬ 
ed the patience even of die¬ 
hard fans by taking foe stage 
only at an hour when most 
acts are half-way through then- 
first encore. 

Then, despite the atmo¬ 
sphere of hysteria that greeted 
her arrival, she performed 
only three numbers before 
leaving the stage for an ex¬ 
tended break during which 
her DJs and two lewdly acro¬ 
batic dancers sought, none too 
successfully, to provide a 
distraction. 

Such an approach to her 
craft was all the more frustrat¬ 
ing given that during this trio 
of songs. Blige had given a 
tantalising glimpse of the 
wonderful vocal gifts hinted at

Returning to foe stage with 
apologies but no explanation, 
just at the point when she was 
in danger of losing her fans' 
goodwflL she a tt acked her way 
through a convincingly tough 
version of her album’s aggres¬ 
sive title track, so proving that 
there need be no doubt of her 
ability to deliver foe goods live. 

Even so, it is for too early in 
foe game for this slight figure 
in the baseball jacket to be 
taking the sort of liberties with 
her audience that would make 
even the oldest hand blush.

Kevin Eason takes 
the new Mercedes 
C-cIass for a spin to 
cast some light on 
its appeal to 
potential buyers 

T here most be some awfully 
glum chaps locked away 
in the design studios of 
Mercedes-Benz. For an 
hour, those nice men at Merc kept. 
telling me that they wanted more 
women and young drivers to be 
attracted to the company's new C- 
dass saloons by jazzier interiors and 
cuter design. 

Outside the conference centre 
where I was introduced to the 
virtues of the new model there was 
the C-class, a car which looked 
like... well just like a Mercedes. 
But inside the C-dass was the 
darkest interior since Livingstone 
penetrated the African jungle. 

It was a little difficult to under¬ 
stand which bit of die C-dass is 
going to attract all those new people 
to Mercedes. 

Unfortunately, Mercedes’ idea of 
more cheerful interior design seems 
to be to weave colourful flashes into 
the black seat doth. 

Apart from that the dominant 
colour of the passenger cabin is 
black only lightly offset by black — 
sort of Conran in the dark influ¬ 
enced by the Coop" funeral pariour. 

With the car market becoming so 
competitive that h has turned into a 
metal-moving Olympics, every de¬ 
tail now counts and Mercedes 
simply cannot afford to have the C- 
dass fail. 

The company faces a tough year 
with recession in Germany batter¬ 
ing what used to be one of the 
world’s most secure home markets. 
But with new car sales in Germany

dropping rapidly— predicted to fall 
17j>er cent this year — Mercedes is 
suffering. 

Production is being cut by 
60,000 cars this year and 30,000 
jobs are scheduled to be shed from 
the workforce. 

When Mercedes launched the 
big S-dass saloons a couple of years 
ago, there was no question in their 
minds that this was the finest car in 
the world. Now that there are parks

full of the heavyweight monsters, 
the confidence has faded and 
Mercedes is not so sure any more 
what car buyers are looking for. 

It was once taken as read that 
every driver’s ambition was to 
climb behind die wheel of a car 
with the famous three-pointed star. 
After all, a Mercedes was the best 
engineered car in the world, the 
safest, surest bet' even if die price 
was high. But is that still the case? 
Even Mercedes executives them¬ 
selves are now admitting that 
maybe the cars are over-engi¬ 
neered: simply too much metal at 
too high a cost and at the expense of 
the little luxuries to which so many 
drivers have become accustomed. 

Devoted Mercedes drivers will 
love the C-dass. There is a wonder¬ 
ful feeling of security inthe can the 
doors' thunk shut, everything fils 
together beautifully and there is a 
terrific feeling that everything on 
this car is going to be reliable. 

After that, the driving experience 
is eminently forgettable. There are 
seven engines available, including 
three diesels, in four separate 
models. I sampled four on roads 
not far from Mercedes' Stuttgart 
factory to get a preview of the car 
which will take over from the 190 
series models in Britain from 
October. 

My instant reaction was that the 
car in any guise is not for driving 
hard but for pointing along a 
straight road and letting it cruise on 
for mile after mile. While the car 


gets around bends securely 
enough, the suspension allows the 
car to roll almost sickeningly. 
acceleration requires a push on a 
throttle pedal with a travel so long it 
feels as though it would be easier to 
stick your toot directly into the 
engine compartment and do the 
job direct. 

The manual gearbox is wide and 
long, which means putting plenty 
of effort into finding fifth. Driving 
a 2-litre automatic was frustrating 
with little progression from the 
throttle, which required a firm 
kkkdown to get up hills or 
overtake. 

S urprisingly, the best ail- 
rounder of the batch ■ 
seemed to be the base 1.8- 
litre petrol car which was 
the most responsive. 

The 2.8-htre Sport version has 
better acceleration and firmer susp¬ 
ension but I cannot imagine a 
sports-car enthusiast falling for a 
model with such a cumbersome 
gearshift and the nimbleness of 
Geoff Capes taking the lead in 
Swan Lake. 

The body design is elegant and 
very definitely Mercedes, which 
underlines the company's progress 
towards creating a “family’’ look for 
its entire range. Or in other words, 
all the cars look alike. 

Then there are those interiors. 
The dashboard is functional to the 
point of aggression, the seats are 
hard as a cardboard sofa, which led 


to the overwhelming impression 
thar 1 was in the car not to enjoy 
myself but to get from A to B. Now 
here is the rub for Mercedes. 

No prices have been announced 
for Britain yet but die company has 
to recoup a swing of about 10 per 
cent in the exchange rate. 

Given that the present starting 
price for the 190 series is £17,300, 
that presumably means the C-dass 
has got to stan at £18.000 and 
counting, and that is likely to be for 
a car without the all-singing, all¬ 
dancing gadgets so many of us 
have grown used to. 

For £18,000, there are enough 
luxurious, safe, competent cars on 
the market to fill the car park at 
Wembley stadium. 

This week, for example. I have 
been driving the latest Rover, a 
620 Sli which is £17.300 in the 
showrooms — but complete with 
electric sunroof, alarm and 
immobiliser, electric windows and 
remote locking. Only the driver’s 
airbag that the Mercedes has as 
standard is missing from the 
Rover, but that wfll be along later 
this year. 

An admirable BMW 318SE 
weighs in short of £18,000—and is 
that or the Rover really inferior to 
the Mercedes? I do not think so. 

It depends entirely on attitude: 
some drivers will always swear by 
the build quality, reliability and 
safety of a Merc, but new customers 
might still be difficult to woo to the 
three-pointed star. 


I’ve got a Yugo 
and I don’t care 

Buying a low-price car from a war zone 
can have many extra hidden costs 


I have total sympathy with all 
the warring factions in what 
used to be called Yugosla¬ 
via. but with all due respect I 
have been left in a little pickle. 
The problem is this: last Septem¬ 
ber I ordered a new white Yugo 
Tempo, an act which brought 
much merriment to people I 
used to call my friends. 

If you thinkyou have heard all 
the Lada and Skoda jokes, then 
get a Yugo. You might learn a 
few more: “What do you say to a 
Yugo driver with a Rottweiler?" 
Answer- “What a nice car." 

But back to Bosnia, Serbia 
and Croatia. And my Yugo. 

The salesman made it quite 
dear (well he would wouldn’t 
he?) that the war would have no 
effect whatsoever on my import 
because it was assembled with 
Fiat parts and they come from 
Italy. Simple. 

He also pointed out that at 
£2,999. it was the cheapest new 
car in Britain and that I would 
never get another deal like iL 
The depreciation, he stressed, 
had already been paid for try 
Yugo of Reading the dealers. 

Unfortunately for me, Yugo of 
Reading went into liquidation in 
January ... I discovered this 
when I put my car in for its first 
real service — the one you pay 
for. In other words, after the 
warranty ran out. 

' The very nice people who 
would now service my car were 
the main Alfa Romeo (Fiat) 
dealers. They were not in the 
least embarrassed about work¬ 
ing on my Yugo. They also 
pointed out that the parts may 
well have been manufactured in 
Italy, but the body was made in 
Yugoslavia. They said that 
future body pans may have to be 
built in Birmingham and that 
experts, even as we speak, are 
trying to solve this problem for 
Yugo drivers in future. The 
servicing work on Yugos, of 
course, takes place behind 
dosed doors by consenting me¬ 
chanics in private, so they can 
work on my Tempo next to a 
£24,000 Alfa Glover Leaf Twin 
Spark without any smartass 
comments from Joe Public. 

It did not escape my attention 
thar when I arrived to pick up 
the car after its service, it was 
nowhere to be seen. They had 
parked it in a layby 50 yards 
away. No longer under warranty 
meant that all costs had to be 
paid by me: expenses started 
noth the radio, which was dearly 
permanently tuned-in to Radio 
Sarajevo during shelling, if the 
interference was anything to go 
by. The so-called suppressor kit 
cost E40 but the racket from the 


radio is as bad as ever. The 
dealers explained that as it was 
“a bottom of the range radio. I 
could not have expected coo 
much sound quality now could 
I?" I noticed that the radio is a 
Blaupunkt ACR 2221, so I will 
watch for that the next time 1 
buy a Porsche. 

The other problem concerned 
my wife’s legs. They are not long 
enough to stretch to the Yugo’s 
accelerator, fool brake and 
clutch when the driver’s seat 
shoots backwards. 

The seat shot backwards when 
the car was in motion, giving her 
and eveiy other driver on the 
A30 at Egham a nasty shock. 
Because 1 cannot do anything 
about the length of her legs. I 
had to get the retreating seat 
rectified at my expense. Now' I 
notice the passenger seat is 
shooting backwards when the 
car is in motion, too (though it 
would be more embarrassing if 
the seat shot backwards when 
the car was stationary). 

The attendant at the local tip 
offered to keep the car and give 
me back the rubbish when I 
arrived with household refuse. 
That joyriders and thieves have

ignored it is just something I 
will have to live with. And if my 
two student sons will not be 
seen dead in it. is their toss. They 
can always walk. 

One good thing, though, is 
that the noise of the Blaupunkt 
ACR 2221 is now cancelled out 
by the rattle of the window 
ledge, which has become loose. 

In spite of all this, since 
October. 1 have covered 3,444 
miles without a breakdown and 
that, for me, is a “first" in 30 
years of motoring. 

I am keeping my Tempo and 
my temper in spite of all the 
jibes, because it gets me round 
London and the M25 at the 
same speeds the other cars are 
travelling; about 10m ph. 

Yes, I have been overtaken by 
a Reliant Robin and have been 
carved up by a milk float But I 
have a Yugo — and I don’t care.

Taylor accepts blame and 
heads for the New World

SHOULD he go, or should he 
stay? Like an unfortunate echo 
Graham Taylor is asked exact¬ 
ly what he was asked after the 
European championship fail¬ 
ure a year ago. The answer is 
the same: he says he is not 
going, he should not be 
pushed. 

It says as much of football 
supporters as of Taylor that, 
like lemmings, they all rush 
towards the precipice the mo¬ 
ment England's inadequacies 
in the game they invented and 
gave to the world are exposed. 
Of course Taylor is responsi¬ 
ble. Of course he compounded 
the lack of technical skills and 
technical awareness bred in 
League football with his own 
sudden change in strategy for 
the World Cup qualifying tie 
in Norway in Wednesday. 

But he accepts that blame. 
The morning after Oslo be 
had the pallor of a man who 
had not slept, the haunted 
look in his eye that was with 
him throughout last summer. 
He tried to sound defiant 
“Whatever you write I won’t 
be able to disagree," he said. 
“This was my team. 1 have 
been saying that for six 
months, and the lack of desire, 
the lack of passion was abso¬ 
lutely unbelievable to me. I 
wouldn't say the team quit on 
me. but I would say it quit on 
the supporters. I’m here to be 
shot at and I have no 
defence.” 

Taylor is seldom a man 
without defence or defenders. 
One of them, observing from 
Lisbon, said last night: “Have 
patience, have hope, and just 
give the guy a chance.” Thar 
defender, Bobby Robson, Tay¬ 
lor's predecessor as England 
manager, added: “It is not the 
end of the world. We can still 
qualify, and people have to 
give Graham Taylor some 
support" 

Fine Robson sounds more 
sympathetic than the chair¬ 
man of England’s internation¬ 
al committee Peter Swales, 
ever was to him. When Swales 
chose Taylor to succeed Rob¬ 
son, he raid: “I'm glad Eng¬ 
land didn't win the World Cup 
in 1990. otherwise I'd have 
been saddled with Robson. 
He couldn't take the 
pressure." 

Now it will be seen if Swales 


can accept his share of the 
pressure with his chosen man¬ 
ager. Or at least it should be 
seen, if ever the committee 
men at Lancaster Gate admit 
their accountability. 

It is from their offices that 
the oversimplified “direct” 
style of English football is 
most betrayed. The domestic 
game is in a situation now. 
and Wednesday was simply 
another night of exposure, 
where even small countries are 
more advanced in t e ach ing 
the techniques of the game. 
The pity is that before the 



matches in Poland and Nor¬ 
way England had begun to 
applaud the movement and 
imagination in their own 
leagues. The top three teams 
in the Premier League all 
played football; the play-ofis 
were enriched by dubs such as 
Swindon Town. West 
Bromwich Albion and Port 
Vale moving the ball around 
on the ground, eschewing the 
long-bail theory that bnmuises 
the game.

company, know that behind 
the sometunes-thin smile, the 
apparently jauntiness, he suf¬ 
fers baefly. He can be like a 
puppy so desperate to be liked; 
he sometimes presents the 
defensive mechanism of that 
animat, mTling over arid hop¬ 
ing for mercy. He win get 
none. Too many think the 
Empire still lives, and assume 
that the physical fast game 
that the English propound 
will carry on frightening the 
restoftheworid.

Legitimacy of last voyage order Stintholder has proprietary right 


Torvald Kteveness A/S vAmi 
Maritime Corporation (The 
Gregos) 

Before Lord Justice Russell, Lord 
Justice Hirst. Lord Justice Simon 
Brown 

[Judgment May 27] 

The legitimacy of an order by a 
charterer for a last voyage under a 
time-charter should be judged at 
the date the order was given rather 
than ai the date when it became 
effective and the vessel was re¬ 
quired to comply with it, that is. at 
or immediately prior to the outset 
of the final vnyage. 

The Court of Appeal so held in a 
reserved judgment allowing an 
appeal by Torvald Klaveness A/S. 
the charterers of the vessd Gregos. 
against a judgment of Mr Justice 
Evans on January 31. 1992 in 
favour or the owners. Ami Mari¬ 
time Corporation, upholding on 
arbitration award of Mr Mark 
Hams her in the own os’ favour. 


Mr Bernard Rix. QC for die 
appellant charterers Mr Peter 
Gross for the respondent owners. 

LORD JUSTICE HIRST said 
the Gregos was a bulk carrier 
chartered for a maximum of 70 
days and due for re-delivery on 
March 18. 1988. On Februaiy 9 
when the vessel was approaching 
the port of Trombetas, Brazil. it 
was legitimately instructed to carry 
a cargo of iron ore from Palau on 
the Orinoco to Fos. near 
Marseilles. 

The vessel was subsequently 
delayed by the unforeseen ground¬ 
ing of another vessd and on 
February 25, when it had given 
notice of readiness to load ana wu 
about to move to its final loading 
point die owners refused to pro¬ 
ceed. By that date, as was common 
ground, there was no reasonable 
expectation that die contemplated 
voyage could be completed in time 
for re-delivery. 


His Lordship reviewed the 
authorities and concluded that the 
court was not bound fay any of 
them, and could decide the point 
on considerations of commercial 
practicality. 

The charterers could normally 
and prudently need to fix the last 
voyage either with shippers or sub- 
charterers far enough in advance 
to enable (he latter to r psft* the 
necessary arrangements for the 
delivery rf cargo or for taking craa - 
the vessd. 

If the owners were right, the 
chaiteren could not safety enter 
i nt o such arrangements until the 
very eve of the final voyage, or if 
they did they would face foe ride 
that foe ownets would strike down 
the voyage at the last moment 
leading to a breach of contract on 
the c ha rtere r' s part and also defeat- 
ing the contractual expectations of 
the shippers or subrtiartenss. 

Those posobililies. which were 
not or not folly considered by the 


arbitrator or foe judge, seemed to 
his Lordship to be contrary to 
commercial good sense. In his 
Lordship'S view foe legitimacy of 
the last voyage order had to be 
established at foe date when it was 
given, having regard not onfy the 
reasonableness at that dale erf the 
estimate of foe expected duration 
of the voyage, but also to foe 
reasonableness at that date of 
malting an estimate at all 

In bis Lordship's view it was 
legitimate to treat silence on foe 
owners’ part after the expiry of a 
reasonable interval for consid¬ 
eration as connoting consent to the 
order. 

An iQcgftimate lastwyage order 
was not in itself repudiatory, the 
owner being free to refuse it. 

Lord. Justice Simon Brown gave 
a concurring judgment and Lord 
Justice RussedJ agreed.

Accessing computer data is not ‘use’ 


Regina v Brown 

Before Lord Justice Stoughton. Mr 

Justice POpploweil and Mr Justice 

Laws 

{Judgment May 28) 

Accessing data on a computer did 
not constitute “use" for the pur¬ 
poses of section 5(2Xb) of the Data 
Protection Act 1984. It was nec¬ 
essary for on accused to lake some 
steps, beyond merely looking at the 
data on the computer screen, and 
to make some use of foe informa¬ 
tion within the ordinary meaning 
of that word. 

The Court of Appeal. Criminal 
Division, so held in allowing an 
appeal by Gregory Michael Brown 
against his conviction in March 
1992 at Maidstone Crown Court 
(Judge Waley. QC and a jury) of 
one count of attempted improper 


use of personal data and one count 
of improper use of personal data, 
contrary to section 5(2Kb). 5(3) and 
5(5) of the 1984 Act for which he 
was fined £500 on each count with 
30 days in default and ordered to 
pay El .750 costs. 

Section 5 of the 1984 Act 
provides “(I) A person shall not 
hold personal data unless an entry 
in respect of that person as a data 
user ... is for the time being 
contained in the register. 

"(2) A person m respect of whom 
such an entry is contained in the 
register shall not—...(b) hold any 
such data, or use any such data 
held by him, for any purpose other 
than the purpose or purposes 
described in the entry.. .**

for tire appellant Mr Tom Kark 
for tire Crown. 

MR JUSTICE LAWS, giving 
the jodgmenr of the court. said that 
the appellant was a police officer. A 
friend of his was a debt' collector 
and ft was the prosec u tion case foal 
they were woridng togethc, in a 
c omp a n y known as Capital In¬ 
vestigations. nnng or attemp ting 
to use d ata stored in police 
computers. 

A question of eonsmxikm arose 
as to tire meaning of tire word 
“usd" in section 5(2)0)) of the 1984 
Act The purpos e of the statute was 
to protect tire irtwmilw of private 
individuals. The lean “use]’ was 
not defined in the Act and it was 
therefore necessary to consider its 
ordinary meaning. 

In their Lordships' judgment it 


was one thing to access a computer 
so that one might view informa¬ 
tion contained therein: ft was 
another thing then to use that 
information. 

The vice at which the tmn “use” 
was di re cted was the vice that 
would arise when, having accessed 
the Information, the defendant 
then proceeded, in the ordinary 
mean mg of the ward, to make 
some use of it whether by relying 
on it for some business affair or for 
some personal m»wnT 

Steps had to be taken, beyond 
merely looking at the information, 
to deploy ft in some way. On tire 
fads of tire instant case, it was 
accepted that tire appellant did no 
such, thing »wd therefore his 

conviction was quashed.

Middlemen liable to confiscation orders 


Regina v Simons 

Before Lord Justice Watkins, Mr 
Justice Henry and Mr Justice Pill 
pudgment May 27] 

For foe purposes of making a 
confiscation order under tire Drug 
Trafficking Offences Aa 1986. 
where there was a chain of contacts 
each purchase price was a pay¬ 
ment Such a result could not be 
avoided by the middle man simply 
ensuring that his contractual situa¬ 
tion was metdy that of a postman 

passing on a payment from con¬ 
signee to consignor. 

The Court of Appeal so stated in 
dismissing an appeal cm behalf of 
foe deceased appellant, referred to 
the awn by the Home Secretary 
under section 17(1 )(a) of tire Crim¬ 
inal Appeal Aa 1968. against a 
confiscation order in the sum of 
£199.139.35 imposed in October 
I9S9 at Croydon Crown Court by 
Judge McHale in respect of contie- 
tioti of five counts of bring know¬ 


ingly concerned in the evasion of a 
prohibition on die importation of a 
controlled dass B drug and of four 
counts of being knowingly con¬ 
cerned in the evasion of a pro¬ 
hibition on its exportation. 

Mr Steven Kay. asigned by the 
Registrar of Criminal Appeals, for 
the appellant: Mr Geoffrey Nice.

MR JUSTICE HENRY, giving 
the judgment of the court, said that 


the case had been referred to the 
court because the appellant's 
widow had an important material 
interest in the outcome of tire 
appeal. 

It had been argued before tire' 
trial judge and again on appeal 
foat in the instant case there was in 
fact only oire “payment” of money

In France, they dose the 
roads some hours before the 
advent of the contestants. In 
Sussex, even after the Milk 
Race publicity van had come 
by to announce that the riders 
will “be here very, very soon”, 
all sorts of unlikely vehicles 
trundled past also cydists 
Imping to be mistaken for 
Milk Race riders, pressing 
their pedals up azL iodine 
which seemed to me to be 
made for leaving die saddle 
and pushing the bike towards 
the summit 

And then, after marty false 
alarms, the specks on the 
road beneath really were 
team vans and police out¬ 
riders and the publicity van 
from which we were handed 
blue and wfaste Milk flags and 
vizors. 

At 12.02 three cydists who 


had gained a substantial lead 
over their rivals battled past 
a Kazakhstani leading a Pole 
and a New Zealander, strain¬ 
ing at the pedals; weaving 
across the road going at no 
great pace, and we dapped 
and said bravo, also “well 
done” — which the New 
Zealander probably under¬ 
stood. 

Behind them came a mo¬ 
torbike with a platform from 
which a television camera¬ 
man worked and two and a 
half minutes later, the pack, 
the peloton: 96 of them, and 
in the midst number 61, a 
Dane, pushed number 124, 
who was Polish; the Pole 
pushed back. 

Ten. seconds later, they 
were off coasting down the 
far side of the hm, pursued by 
more team coaches, amongst 


which were two sad strag¬ 
glers: Gnibbu of Norway and 
Devenbage of South Africa, 
for whom hopes of gory must 
below.

LiUywhite 
kept in 
chase by

CHRIS mywhite retained 
the yellow jersey after the 
fourth stage of die Milk Race 
cyde race yesterday, an 85- 
mile route from Luton to Buiy 

St Edmunds, thanks mainly to 

the help of his team. 

Lfllywhite. whose Banana 
team-mates chased down 
most of those attempting to 
break away, was with the 
leading half dozen when he 
was stopped in his tracks by a 
puncture as the race started a 
circuit of Haverhill Help was 
on hand, however, in the 
shape of Keith Reynolds, who 
gave Lfllywhite his wheel and 
waited at the roadside for a 
replacement 

As Lfllywhite started a lone 
chase to join the leaders, the 
rest of his team dropped 
behind to pace him back to the 
peloton. The chase lasted for 
five miles before regrouping 
was achieved, only for Shane 
Sutton, the team captain, to 
get a puncture He was to have 
a further two before the finish 
but on each occasion he fought 
his way back to the leaders, as 
did Reynolds. 

Hie riders made two circuits 
of Bury St Edmunds; at the 
start of the first, the Banana 
team was at the front of the 
pack and setting a test tempo 
to protect UHywhite's chances 
In tbe final dash. 

A mile from the finish, 
Lfllywhite lost his {dace near 
the front, eventually finishing 
ninth as Martin van Steen 
and Paul Konings, of Hol¬ 
land, came home first and 
second. 

Lfllywhite^ overall lead of 
26 seconds from Mark 
Rendefl, of New Zealand, and 
30 seconds from Kim 
Marcussen, of Denmark, re¬ 
mains unchanged. Hie Gist 
86 riders were credited with 
the same time of 3hr 4 min 
4sec, an average speed in 
excess of 28mph.

Navratilova looms Medvedev crushes Edberg

LINDA Harvey-Wild has 
another chance to steal the 
limelight today, playing 
Martina Navratilova in the 
semi-final of the Direct Line 
Insurance tennis champion¬ 
ships at Beckenham.

Beckenham is a relaxed 
tournament, with no ranking 
points at stake to put pressure 
on the players. After cracking 
jokes with her coach during 
her t»-4. 7-6 victory aver Nicole 
Pratt, of Australia. Harvey- 
Wild Is looking forward to her 
match today. 

"Grass suits my game 
because I like short points," 
she said. “It suits my tempera¬ 


ment you go for it and a 
couple of shots later it’s all 
over." 

Harvey-Wild. the No 3 
seed, will hope to last a little 
longer than that against 
Navratilova. “She's so experi¬ 
enced," she said. “She's a 
great athlete and the top-ten 
players don’t give you any free 
points." 

Navratilova gave no more 
than a handful of points to 
Misumi Miyauchi, of Japan, 
yesterday, taking 40 minutes 
to ease to victory 6-0, 6-2. 

For a woman who claims 
she would be "shaking in her 
boots” if she had no grass- 
court play before Wimbledon. 
Navratilova is showing no fear 
now that her feet are planted 
firmly on the green stuff once 
more, taking only 131 min¬ 
utes of competitive play to 
reach the semi-final.

ANDREI Medvedev Ms be¬ 
come the star attraction of the 
French Open tennis champi¬ 
onships. No matter how he 
fares m bis semi-final against 
Sergi Bruguera today, the 
remarkably composed 18 - 
yearold Ukrainian has al¬ 
ready turned the tournament 
into a showpiece for his preco¬ 
cious talent on court and his 
engaging personality off it 

On Wednesday evening he 
played the set of a lifetime, 
winning it in 17 minutes and 
allowing Stefan Edberg,.,the 
third seed, only seven points. 
Yesterday be completed a 6-0. 
6-7, 7-5, 6-4 quarter-final 
victory before paying tribute to 
his main inspiration — not his 
coach, but his coach's son. 

Sacha Ddgopolov is four 
years old and his simplistic, 
idealistic views appeal to 
Medvedev. “We've already 
beaten Stefan in Stuttgart," 
the youngster told him over 
breakfast 

“So we’ll bear him. Don't 
worry about Bruguera because 
you've beaten him the three 
times you’ve played against 
him." 

The prospect of ultimately 
defeating Jim Courier, the 
favourite, who meets Richard 
Krajicek in the other semi¬ 
final was described as “tough 
but possible". Seen through 
the uncomplicated eyes of a 


four-year-old, the French title 
is there for Medvedev’s taking 
and the opinion is shared, 
albeit more philosophically, by 
Edberg. 

The Swede also believes that 
Medvedev, ranked twelfth, 
will soon break into the top 
five. So, presumably, does 
Sacha Dolgopolov, though he 
was unavailable for comment 
Accompanied by his mother, 
he was coUecting a visa for the 
next stage in his travels 
around the world. . 

He therefore missed seeing 
toe fulfilment of the first of his 
three predictions. Medvedev's 
most damaging weapon was 
the lob. perfectly disguised 
and executed right times. One 
of them effectively won him 
the third set when the match 



was still in toe' balance. 

Afterwards Medvedev 
cleared up the mystery of tire 
600 missing bottles of Bor¬ 
deaux, the reward for winning 
a tournament there last 
September. 

He had been promised 
them in the spring, but they 
had not been forthcoming. He 
has since been told that the 
prize wfll be delivered in 
January. 

Medvedev, toe eleventh 
seed and the junior champion 
here two years ago, recognises 
that his match against 
Bruguera, the tenth seed, .will 
be more protracted than it was 
against Edberg. "His style is 
completely different" he said. 
“He puts ten times more spin 
on toe ball than Stefan and he 
is playing the best tennis of his 
career.” 

' Their semi-final promises to 
be dose, as does that between 
Courier and Krajicek, the first 
Dutchman to reach the fast 
four here since Tom Okker in 
1969. 

Krajicek has invariably tak¬ 
en the American toe full 
distance whenever they have 
met He has beaten him once, 
on a carpet in Antwerp last 
year, but Courier is expected to 
stay in.contention for a thud 
successivetitiehere.

Livingston may try 
courts if ban stays

At least one top Newmar¬ 
ket-based stallion is in fine to 
move to the Ear East, and 
Qcamn Sugtmoto, a London- 
based director of the Japan 
Racing Association (IRA), 
which bought Dancing 
Brave; confirmed yesterday 
his organisation has already 

compiled a short-list for the 
puntoase of “one or two 
stallions” later in the year. 

Sughnoto said: “I can con¬ 
firm only that we have made 
TTwpiiripg. We have made no 
d ea ls yet and we will look 
more closely at it at the 
beginning of August” 

The JRA. funded by the 
Japanese government 
through the proceeds of vast 
betting revenue, is not the 
only party from that country 
keen to secure the best of 
British bloodstock. Private 
breeders, like the wealthy 
businessman Zenya Yosh- 
ida, are setting up stallion 
studs of some size. 

Yoshida’s stallions include 
two Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe winners. Tony Bin 
and Carroll House, the 
champion French miler Hec¬ 
tor Protector and the cham¬ 
pion US racehorse Sunday 
Silence. 


However, the JRA acts 
principally fin* the Japanese 
Bloodstock Breeders' Associ¬ 
ation (JBBAl which is able to 

ask for for lower breeding 
fees than stallions of a simi¬ 
lar status on the open mar¬ 
ket on account of its subsidy. 
That is why Dancing Brave’s 
fee is Yenl.6 million 
(£8.000). According To Sum- 
znoto. the asking price would 
be more than double were 
the horse in private hands. 

Such subsidised activity 
has drawn plenty of coro - 
piam tc from studs in direct 
■ com p etition. But the JRA- 
JBBA alliance offers the 
service to give less wealthy 
breeders the opportunity to 
produce a good horse for 
reasonable money. Conse¬ 
quently, breeders are con¬ 
stantly beating a path to 
their door. 

Given the intense interest 
in the sport in Japan, and 
their heavyweight financial 
resources. British breeders 
are constantly vulnerable to 
losing their top stallion pros¬ 
pects. Many breeders here 
are fighting for their liveli¬ 
hoods. so a generous offer 
for a stallion showing little 
initial ability, as Dancing 
Brave did. is always likely to 
be accepted. 

Of the 40 shares in the 
Dancing Brave syndicate. 
on)y one individual share¬ 
holder queried the decision 
to accept the Japanese offer 
in the autumn of 1991. 
“Dancing Brave's first two 
crops of runners rendered 
him a spectacular failure.” 


said Robert Acton, director 
of Shaikh Mohammed's 
Dalham Hall Stud, where 
Dancing Brave was based. 
Shaikh Mohammed bought 
12 shares in the terse from 
his owner. Khated Abdulla. 

Acton explained it would 
hove been a fruitless exercise 
dying to attract mares to 
Dancing Brave's court in 
1992 .

Call for cut in off-course tax 


INDEPENDENT bookmak¬ 
ers yesterday called for a 
substantial reduction in off- 
course betting tax. 

The British Betting Office 
Association (BBOA). which 
represents the owners of 1.100 
independent shops, wants the 
present rate of ten per cent 
reduced to offset the possible 
loss of . custom owing to file 
introduction of a national 
lotteiy. 


Chairman Warwick Bartlett 
said: “The BBOA would like 
to see a gradual winding down 
of the betting tax in favour of 
VAT on what the punter 
actually spends. We would 
also like to see the government 
provide bookmakers with 
some form of compensation 
for the introduction of the 
national lottery, which mil be 
taxed at a much lower rale 
than off-course betting.”

Gower’s fiftieth 
century shows 
perfect timing 


TRENT BRIDGE (first day of 
four Hampshire won toss): 
Hampshire have scored 297 
for six wickets against 
Nottinghamshire 

WITH a sense of timing as 
ironical in terms of the Okl 
Traffond Test match as it was 
immaculate out in the middle 
at Trent Bridge. David Gower 
yesterday made 153 runs as 
only he can make them.

T he first and last rule at 
Old Traffond. someone 
observed about the time 
Mark Taylor was moving 
smartly into the sixties, is bat. 
bat and bat again. Ihytor 
hardly needed such an invita¬ 
tion although, to provide a 
sympathetic background to 
Graham Gooch’s decision. 
Allan Border would have 
invited England to bat first 
Having been put in. Aus¬ 
tralia would settle for what 
they got with power to add. 
What separates Australian 
cricket from English is the 
little matter (not so little in 
truth) of W0L Taylor and 
Michael Slater set the tone of 
the day as surely as Taylor 
and Border had done at 
Headingtey on the first day of • 
the 1989 series, casting out 
demons by force of person¬ 
ality. 

Taylor batted throughout 
that summer for 839 runs, so 
yesterday's innings was tittle 
more than a net albeit a 
rewarding one for a batsman 
who might have wondered 
where his next Test century 
was earning from.

Omens grim until Gooch’s side revives its first Test fortunes in final hour 

Taylor centuiy holds England at ba;

OLD TRAFFORD (first day of 
five; England won toss): Aus¬ 
tralia have scored 242for five 
wickets against England 

THE pattern of the 1989 
Ashes series was imposed by 
its opening day, when Eng¬ 
land chose to field first and an 
unknown Australian named 
Mark Taylor ground out 136. 
The nightmare was revisited 
in the first Comhfll Test here 
yesteniay. with another inser¬ 
tion and another century for 
Taylor. For England, the 
omens were shocking to con¬ 
template until, in the day’s 
extra hour, the game dramati¬ 
cally changed character. 

It seemed that Graham 
Gooch had secured a precious 
advantage by winning the 
toss, when die match began 
an hour Late on a wet Old 
TrafTord pitch. Only with 
hindsight could his decision to 
bowl be questioned, for the 
surface and weather made it 
an obvious move.

der would doubtless have 
done the same. 

PQfiiO.QMs pitch belied its 
sporting appearance and 
sulked, under leaden skies. 
The ban hardly moved off the 
seam and none of the quicker 
bowlers swung it regularly. 
But it did turn, at first slowly 
but then with increasing ven¬ 
om under the evening sun. 

From 183 for one at 
5.30pm. Australia declined to 
232 for five against the com¬ 
bined spin of Peter Such, 
taking three wickets on his 
first day in Test cricket, and 
Phil Tufhell. who deserved 
better than his one. The 
Manchester crowd was roused 
by this revival, but they should 
be cautious. Australia, with 
runs banked and Border still 
batting, have only one spin 
bowler in their side. Shane 
YVame, but he is a potential 
match-winner. 

Taylor’s 124 may prove to 
have been the critical innings. 
His S39 runs in that onesided 
series four years ago, guaran¬ 
teed he would not be easily 
forgotten, but his career graph 
has dipped significantly this 
past year, and he must have 


welcomed his return to 
England. 

His method remains un- 
fussy, economical for he is a 
tradesman not a craftsman. 
But as die cherished on-drive 
began to work with ease and 
the stray leg-stump balls were 
dismissed with contempt. 
English memories stirred and 
hearts sank. 

Maybe only David Gower 
could afford a wry smile as he 
heard the news. As captain in 
1989. he later confessed he 
had acted against his better 
judgment when bonding first 
at Heading!^ and handing a 
sumptuous menu to a hungry 
batsman. Yesterday, Gower 
was scoring 153 for Hamp¬ 
shire at Trent Bridge as Gooch 
made the same move, if for 
better reasons and with a 
clearer mind. 

There was a contrariness to 
England's final selection, in 
which DeFreitas, a man not 
originally chosen, was pre¬ 
ferred to Ilott who was. It 
hinted at selectors drawing 
back from the brink of bravery 
and did not sit comfortably 
with the progressive talk of 
earlier this week.

Both slow 
bowlers were employed well 
before lunch and quickly 
looked the likelier wicket-tak¬ 
ers. But in the same over from 
TufndL the Australian players 
on the balcony were on their 
twice feet to aedaim the open¬ 
ers' half-centuries. It may 
become a familiar sight this 
summer. 

DeFreitas was recalled, 
more on a process of rotation 
than with any confidence. His 
early spell had been inexpen¬ 
sive but undemanding, which 
sums up too much of his 
England career. Until yester¬ 
day. his 22 Test wickets 
against Australia had cost 
almost 45 runs apiece and the 
one he added here was a

batsman’s gift. Slater, always 
prone to impetuosity, lapsed 
now by trying to pull a long 
hop from a foot outside off 
stump and could only top- 
edge it to the wicketkeeper. 

DeFreitas soon produced a 
more deserving bail swinging 
away from the left-handed 
Taylor, and when Graeme 
Hide, of all people, dropped 
the straightforward chance at 
second dip. England must 
have feared the worst 

The batsmen could never 
quite take command, howev¬ 
er. and when David Boon was 


caught at the second attempt 
by Chris Lewis at slip, Austra¬ 
lia began to wobble. 

Taylor drove sixes off each 
spinner with studied preci¬ 
sion. but then both he and 
Mark Waugh were deceived 
in the flight and out to return 
catc he s. As the pressure built 
and the ball spun regularly, 
Steve Waugh aimed an airy 
drive at Such and was bowled 
through the gate. Border 
grimly ensured that it did not 
become a burst floodgate.

Taylor to 
stay as 
manager 
despite 
criticism

GRAHAM Taylor will re¬ 
train as England manager 
despite the 2-0 defeat in 
Norway, widespread criticism 
of his team, and the odds 
against the national side qual¬ 
ifying for the World Cup finals 
in the United States next year 
Taylor stressed yesterday 
that he would not resign and 
flic Football Association insist¬ 
ed that he would remain as 
manager, at least until the 
qualifying tournament is 
completed. 

Taylor accepted yesterday 
that “as the manager you have 
to take whatever anyone 
throws at you. I accept that. It 
goes with the job.” 

Peter Swales, the chairman 
of the FA’s international com¬ 
mittee. said there was no 
threat to Taylor's job. “The 
question does not arise. The 
World Cup campaign has not 
finished. We arc not out of it 
yet and he has our full 
confidence." 

Taylor yesterday received 
support hum his predecessor. 
Bobby Robson, who was con¬ 
stantly criticised during his 
eight years in the job but. in 
1990, led England to the 
World Cup semi-final for only 
the second time. 

Speaking on BBC Radio 5. 
Robson, now manager of 
Sporting Lisbon in Portugal, 
said: “My feeling is one of 
sympathy for him. 1 know 
what he is going through. 
When it happened to me. I did 
not feel very welL We are 
human, after alL 
“My advice to him is not to 
pay too much attention to it. he 
tough and cany on. He needs 
some help but. knowing Gra¬ 
ham. he will handle it well. 
Everyone who is responsible 
should now be rallying round 
him. Remember there are still 
games left.” 

Heavy policing may haw 
stepped the English support¬ 
ers from launching any reperi- 
tion of the hooliganism that 
led to 83 people being arrested 
before the game. 

The supporters were re¬ 
leased without being charged: 
Norway wanted them to be 
prosecuted in England, while 
Michael Howard, the Home 
Secretary, telephoned the Nor¬ 
wegian Foreign Minister to 
urge her to have tee hooligans 
ch arged in Oslo.

Graft regained No l slot 


THE women’s semi-finals at the 
French Open provoked nothing but 
pity and embarrassment here yester¬ 
day. They were both so one-sided that 
the crowd, as well as being disen¬ 
chanted by the poor quality of tennis, 
merely sympathised with the heavy 
losers. Nobody, though, had expected 
one to be Arantxa Sdnchez Vicario. 
the second seed. 

She had already reached six finals, 
and won four of them, this year and 
had been considered virtually as¬ 
sured of qualifying for another. 
Perhaps she thought so herself. 
Instead, she went down 6-2. 6-2 in 
only 79 minutes to Maiy-Joe Fernan¬ 
dez, who had previously beaten her 
only once and that on grass. 

Sdnchez Vicario could give no 
logical explanation for a display so 
errant that die was missing targets 
by feet rather than inches. “Every¬ 
thing 1 was trying to do was not 
working," she said. "Today was not a 


good day.” It was for Fernandez but 
not wholly beyond her own 
expectations. 

Since being 6-1. 5-1 and match 
point down to Gabrida Sabatini in 
the quarter-finals, she derided to 
adopt an aggressive, carefree atti¬ 
tude. It paid off spectactularfy and 
she found that at last, she could put 
into practice a theory she and her 
coach. Harold Solomon, had devised 
more than a year aga 

“I was always taught as a little girl 
to Mt the ball baric and not make any 
mistakes,” she said. “It takes a while 
to change that. ” 

With S&nchez Vicario temporarily 
going in the opposite direction, 
Fernandez was able to grin revenge 
for her defeat by precisely the same 
score in die 1989 semi-finals.

But there was no cause for celebra¬ 
tion. When asked how she felt about 
her elevation, she responded curtly: 
“I don’t care about it" 

Fernandez has never beaten Graft 
Ten times she has tried in vaio and 
SAnchez Vicario has no doubt about 
her fate when she attempts to end the 
sequence. “Can she win the final on 
Saturday?” she was asked. Her reply 
was equally crisp: “No.”

the unseeded Germans, reached the 
men’s doubles final yesterday. After 
beating WaDy Masur and Mark 


Kratanan. the No 3 seeds, from. 
Australia, in the quarter-finals, 
Goellner and Prinosa rimrioated 
the top-seeded pairing of Todd 
Woodbridge and Mark Woodforde. 
also from Australia, in straight 
sets. . 

They won 7-6, 6-2, taking the first 
set on a 10-8 tie-break, and now play 
Luke and Murphy Jensen, of tee 
United States, who beat Stefan. 
Edberg and Petr Korda 7-6, 6-1 in 
their semi-final.
